THE GOVERNMENT of the United 
States has "put on hold" the real es- 
tate holdings of Maj. Gen. Carlos Gar- 
cia in New York and Ohio pending the 
freeze request of the Philippines’ De- 
partment of Justice, through the 
RP-US Mutual Legal Assistance Treaty. 

Solicitor General Alfredo Benipayo made 
this announcement yesterday, adding that US 
authorities were also looking for the former 
Armed Forces comptroller’s other assets 
there, including bank accounts. 

The US Department of Homeland Security 
has so far identified three Garcia proper- 
ties—a $765,000 Trump Park Avenue condo- 
minium at 502 Park Avenue, New York; а 
$750,000 apartment at 222 East 34th Street, 
also in New York; and a house at 625 Vancou- 
ver Drive, Westerville, Ohio, of still undeter- 
mined value. 

“These will be turned over to us once we 
get [a conviction] against Garcia before our 
courts. The US is still looking for his other as- 
sets,” Benipayo said. 

On Thursday, the Court of Appeals, acting 
оп a request by the Anti-Money Laundering 
Council, ordered a freeze on the 40 accounts of 
Garcia and his family in seven local banks. It 
also ordered the Land Transportation Office to 
prevent the sale of the Garcias eight vehicles. 

But before the freeze order was issued, 
Garcia and his sons managed to withdraw 
P19 million from their account at the AFP 
Savings and Loan Association Inc. 

Benipayo said he would ask the appellate 
court to extend its 20-day freeze order when 
itexpires. 

In a month or so, he said, the Ombudsman 
would have finished its investigation and 
would probably file criminal cases against 
Garcia before the Sandiganbayan.

“In Mindanao, peace is at hand,” the Presi 
dent said in a Ramadan message to the coun- 
вуз Muslim minority. 

"We have а ceasefire that is working and 
one which both sides in the conflict assidu- 
ously strive to maintain,” she said, referring 
to a ceasefire signed with the separatist Moro 
Islamic Liberation Front in 2002. 

Ms Arroyo said the country must pursue 
through negotiations “a comprehensive and 
durable solution to the problems” of Min- 
danao where a Muslim separatist insurgency 
has been raging for three decades. 

“Our dream for our Muslim brothers is for 
each and every one to attain their aspirations 
for peace and a better life. This shall be my 
government's unflagging goal" Ms Arroyo 
said, citing efforts to uplift Muslim communi- 
ties which are among the most underdevel- 
oped in the country. 

‘The government and the nearly 12,000-strong 
MILF are due to resume formal peace talks in 
Malaysia after the month-long Ramadan.

Tax the rich, exempt the poor—lawmaker

ТАХ the rich, not the poor, is the battle cry ofa 
party-list representative who has filed a bill 
seeking to exempt from income taxes workers 
earning below P600 a day. 

Magtubo said the exemption from paying 
income taxes would help workers to cope 
with hard times. 

“Those who have more in life should have 
more in taxes,” said Partido ng Manggagawa 


Rep. Renato Magtubo, adding that at least 16 
million workers will benefit from his bill. 

In filing House Bill 2985, Magtubo said the 
government itself, through the National 
‘Wages and Productivity Commission, has pre- 
seribed that the cost of living for a family of 
‘six is P600 per day. 

“Cost of living is the amount needed to buy 
food and other basic necessities," Magtubo said. 

But he noted that current wage levels were 
not even enough to cover an average family's 


cost of living. 

The minimum wage in the National Capital 
Region is P250 and the cost of living al- 
lowance is P50. 

“While the government will lose revenues 
from this bill, the workers’ purchasing power 
will be increased, resulting in more demand 
for consumer goods that will also generate an 
increase in the government's collection of val- 
ue-added tax on goods and services,” Mag- 
tubo said.

FOR the second straight day, the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines 
preferred to keep mum on why 
Brig. Gen. Prospero Ocampo was 
sacked last month and why he 
was still under investigation. 

Armed Forces of the Philip- 
pines Chief of Staff Gen. Narciso 
Abaya confirmed that Ocampo, 
who was relieved of his position 
as chief of the Philippine Air 
Force's 570th Tactical Wing based 
in Puerto Princesa on Sept. 21, 
was indeed being investigated by 
the military leadership. 

“There is an ongoing investiga- 
tion and it is not yet finished,” 
Abaya told reporters yesterday 
during the 35th anniversary of 
the AFP's Office of the Sergeant 
Major in Camp Aguinaldo. He did 
mot elaborate on what he said 
were “complex” complaints. 

The move comes amid a crack- 
down on: corruption among top 
military and government officials. 

“1 don't know the specifics of 
the case but there were com- 
plaints and he (Ocaripo) is being 
investigated. 1 did not see the 
case (documents, so) | am not 
ready (to talk about it) but it is 
under investigation by the in- 
spector general," he said. 

Abaya said that Ocampo, another 
member of the Philippine’ Miltary 
Academy Class of 1971, was “at- 
tached unassigned with GHQ (gen- 
ега headquarters) and the Head- 
quarters Service Group. He is ready if 
ош investigators will ask him (ques- 


tions during the investigation)" 

The AFP's inspector general 
who is tasked to investigate 
Ocampo, Maj. Gen. Edwin Gal- 
zote, is another member of PMA 
Class of 1971. 

In a radio interview yesterday, 
Philippine Air Force spokesperson 
Lt. Col. Restituto Padilla denied 
reports that Ocampo was under 
investigation for falsifying his age. 

"We checked this and no one 
turned in a complaint about his 
age. We also checked his records 
and we saw that he really has one 
more year (before retirement)" 
Padilla told dzBB. 

They also asked the National 
Statistics Office to verify Ocam- 
po's age. "So far, we have not re- 
ceived any feedback from the 
NSO," he said. 

‘Another of Ocampos PMA 
classmate, Maj. Gen. Ralph Flo- 
res, is under investigation for al- 
legedly falsifying the birth date in 
his records with the AFP to ex- 
tend his service beyond the com- 
pulsory retirement age of 56. 

Ocampo was reportedly born 
on June 25, 1949, giving him at 
least one more year in service. 

Padilla also denied that Ocampo 
was under investigation on allega- 
tions of graft and coruption. He 
said they have not received any for- 
mal complaint on these allegations. 

He denied reports that it was the 
“bossy ways” of Ocampo wife 
which led to the investigation on the 
general. "I don't know about that 
because I don't know Gen. Ocam- 
posfamily" hesaid.

"The Philippines is hosting this weekend a 
sexual and reproductive health camp for ado- 
lescents and young adults at the Subic Bay 
Freeport in Olongapo. 

Some 400 youths, 15 of them from the 
Asia-Pacific region, have registered for the 
four-day camp that opens on Oct. 17 and ends 
on Oct. 22 at the Upper Mau in Subic. 

Tomas Osias, the executive director of the 
Commission on Population, said the growing 
number of young people as a proportion of the 
world population has compelled government 
and the private sector to promote initiatives to 
educate them on responsible sexual behavior. 

At a press briefing yesterday, Osias noted 
that many young adults and adolescents re- 
main ignorant about some important aspects 
of sexual behavior even as they start engaging 
in sex earlier than previous generations. 

“This condition puts them at risk, consider- 
ing that both males and females are attaining 
sexual maturation much earlier and put off 
marriage toa later age,” Osias said.

Reyes appealed to his detrac- 
tors to spare his family from the 
negative publicity, He said his 
wife, Teresita, took control of 
their family restaurant business 
only last year. 

"The restaurants in ques- 
tion—Mama Gie in Cebu City and 
Lola Inda in Bulacan—are owned 
by my wife's family. She took con- 
trol of management only last year 
so that is the reason why it was on- 
ly that year that it was reflected in 
my statement of assets” he added. 

^ declared my assets as legally 
mandated. They are now on record 
for public scrutiny It is just unfor- 
tunate that certain quarters have 
opted to twist, give negative impli- 
cations and sensationalize reports 
about my assets,” he added. 

“In his Statement of Assets, Lia- 
bilities and Net worth, Reyes re- 
ported an increase in his cash de- 
posits from P75,000 in 2002 to 
P4.1 million last year.

Reyes himself was in a fighting 
mood as he vowed to continue to 
perform his job.

"This smear campaign only 
strengthens my resolve in doing 
my job well. Ihave no intention of 
getting soft on these gang bosses 
who, unfortunately, are the obvi- 
ous beneficiaries of the latest 
tirades against me," Réyes said.

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P138M worth of shabu seized at Manila port

CUSTOMS authorities yesterday seized 
69 kilograms of high-grade shabu 
worth P138 million from an unclaimed 
container van inside the Manila Inter- 
national Container Port. 

‘The drug cache (methamphetamine 
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hydrochloride) was found in three box- 
es consigned to E Paas Trading. The 
firm turned out to be non-existent.

Farmers told: 


Harvest rice 
crop, please

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AGRICULTURE Secretary Arthur Yap has ар- 
pealed to the "sense of patriotism and selfless 
service" of the ice traders and farmers in Central. 
Luzon and Southern Tagalog in the latter's threat 
motto harvest their rice crop unless traders agree 
to increase the farm gate price of palay. 

Yap has asked Gregorio Tan, the administra- 
tor of the National Food Authority, to arrange а 
dialogue between the traders and the farmers 
and help them to reach a middle ground that 
would allow the farmers to eam а decent profit 
and traders to keep the market price of rice 
within the reach of ordinary Filipinos. 

‘The farmers are asking the traders to raise 
the farm gate price of palay (unmilled rice) 
from P7 to P10.50 a kilo. 

Otherwise, the farmers, grouped under the 
Alyansa ng Magbubukid sa Gitnang Luzon 
and the Lumaban-Timog Katagalugan, threat- 
en to stop harvesting the rice crop starting on 
Monday, in the middle of the harvest season 
in what is known as the country's rice belt. 

‘Yap urged the contending partes to “reach a 
speedy and equitable conclusion" to the dispute so 
as not to jeopardize the country s food security. 

"Since we are ай targeting rice self-sufficiency 
in 2006 and 94 percent self-sufficiency this year, 
we should do all we can to eliminate the obsta- 
cles to increasing rice production," he said. 

He asked the farmers to put off their planned 
farm strike as it could trigger a supply gap, ne- 
cessitating more rice importation which would 
further depress the rice-farming sector. 

He told the traders hat he was doing all he can 
tobuild a stronger and more efficient supply chain 
and has been putting in place the necessary infras- 
tructure to make it easier and faster for farm pro- 
duce to each food processors and consumers. 

But the traders must also do their share by 
working for the sustainability of rice produc- 
ers and assuring uninterrupted supply of the 
commodity to consumers at affordable prices, 
the agriculture secretary said. 

Yap said he has now made it easier for traders 
to deliver farm products from the north to 
Metro Manila and Southern Tagalog through 
the Project Food Lane, which exempts agricul- 
tural deliveries from the truck ban and number- 
coding on selected Metro Manila streets.

"Its not in any 
way related to the controversy.” 

“What's next? An airplane?" Matillano 
sarcastically asked, denying insinuations 
that he had been using the blue Jaguar X- 

luxury sedan—worth at least P4 

million—and the yacht which the police 
confiscated last year from alleged drug 
lord Jackson Dy.

‘The allegations coincided with an in- 
vestigation into a corruption scandal 
buffeting the Armed Forces. The scandal 
centered on accusations that former mil- 
itary comptroller Maj. Gen. Carlos Gar- 
cia had illegally amassed wealth, includ- 
ing assets in banks and real estate in the 
United States. 


Highly-publicized conflicts 

Matillano, who was previously in- 
volved in highly publicized conflicts with 
former classmate and opposition Sen. 
Panfilo Lacson over bugging devices and 
illegal drugs, said he would file his retire- 
ment two weeks before he reached the 
mandatory retirement age of 56 on Nov. 
30. 

But he quickly pointed out that his de- 
cision to retire a bit early was not the re- 
sult of the newest controversy to hound 
him.

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He said that Philippine National Po- 
lice chief Edgar Aglipay, then head of 
the police anti-illegal drugs task force, 
had personally asked him to take cus- 
tody of the Jaguar in his capacity at 
the time as director of the Criminal In- 
vestigation and Detection Group 
(CIDG).

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Speaking on condition of anonymity, 
the general said the allowances PNP of- 
ficers received were based on their posi- 
tion and the particular office they held. 

He said that he used to receive аз 
much as P50,000 on top of his monthly 
salary of around P37,000. He stopped 
getting the amount after he was sacked 
from his post. 


The going rate 

Office deputies usually holding ranks 
of chief superintendents (one-star gen- 
erals) get something between P30,000 
and P40,000 in monthly “allowance,” 
according to the source. Executive offi- 
cers get around P30,000, and superin- 
tendents or colonels, between P15,000 
and P25,000, he added. 

A police colone! confirmed that PNP 
officials indeed received such “ghost” 
allowances. But he gave a much lower 
rate: P15,000 to P20,000 for star- 
ranked officials and Р5,000 to P10,000 
for those of lower rank. 

A PNP chief receives a monthly salary 
of roughly P45,000 while colonels and 
generals get something between 
P35,000 and P37,000. 

"Yes, we receive allowance and we 
can only speculate where i's coming 
from,” the general told the INqumsa. 
“Ies up to an official [to decide] how to 
spend it. There's no disbursement, no 
audit whatsoever.” 


No chance of discovery 

The allowance is delivered every 
15th and 30th of the month and is 
coursed through a budget officer, he 
said. 

He claimed there was practically no 
chance for an officer to get caught or to 
be held liable for receiving the “highly 
questionable” allowance. 

“We don’t sign anything,” he ex- 
plained. “If we're entrapped, we can al- 
ways reason that its just a payment for 
something." 

‘A PNP colonel said the allowances 
were a source of "extra income" for po- 
lice official 


"Actually, the intention of the al- 
lowance is good," he said. "Its sup- 
posed to allow an official to spend for 
the stipend of office errand boys and to 
finance the purchase of some office sup- 
plies or food.” 


Why they have many cars 

But some police officials, he admit- 
ted, pocket the monthly allowance. 

“This should explain why police offi- 
cials have so many cars; they сап afford 
them, not because of their salary but be- 
cause of the allowance that they've 
been getting,” he said by phone. 

One police colonel has raised eye- 
brows after he reportedly bought а 
brand-new black Toyota Camry worth 
atleast P1.6 million. 

The vehicle is conspicuously parked 
in his garage. It still has no license 
plate, only a makeshift plate showing it 
was bought at the Toyota branch on 
Shaw Boulevard, Mandaluyong. 

Other quarters show much more ex- 
pensive vehicles. 


Expedition, Navigator 

Parked in one garage on Alpabeto 
Street are a Lincoln Navigator worth no 
less than P3 million, and a GMC luxury 
van. 

‘Another garage belonging to another 
general keeps a Ford Expedition and at 
least two sedan, each worth no less 
than P500,000. 

Fund conversion, a source of corrup- 
tion that has put Maj. Gen. Carlos Gar- 
cia in the hot seat, is apparently not ex- 
clusive to the Armed Forces. 

The racket, involving conversion into 
cold cash of funds specifically allocated 
for supplies and official activities, is al- 
so "common" at the PNB two top- 
ranked police generals said. 

Just like in the military, some un- 
scrupulous officials at the PNP earn "ex- 
tra money" by converting budget classi- 
fied under the maintenance, opera- 
tions, and other expenditures (MOOE), 
the generals said, 


Modus operandi 


In separate interviews, they gave de- 


tails of how the alleged racket goes: 

A head of office or unit commander 
orders the purchase of, say, P500,000 
worth of paper, tables, and other office 
supplies. But he can ask the dealer to 
deliver only P300,000 worth of pur- 
chases and "convert" the remainder in- 
to cash. 

One of the generals said dealers and 
suppliers usually received 20 percent of 
the cash conversion while the remain- 
der went to the head of office. 

Fund conversion might also be com- 
mon in the purchase of gasoline for po- 
lice vehicles, the other general said. 

‘The officer in charge of the purchase, 
he explained, may order, say, 3,000 
liters of gasoline but would ask the gas 
station owner to deliver only half. 


Incahoots 

He said the other half of the purchase 
could then be converted into cash. Ап 
unscrupulous unit commander may ask 
the gas station owner to keep P3 for ev- 
ery liter of the undelivered purchase, 
while he pockets the rest of the amount, 

“These things happen,” the general 
told the Ingumer. "We need not look 
outside of the PNP for syndicated 
crimes. They're here.” 

But despite the purported prevalence 
of fund conversion at the police force, 
both generals agreed that an effective 
solution was likely not forthcoming. 

"An investigation into this practice 
will be very complicated,” one of the 
generals said. “That's because docu- 
ments аге available, attesting that de- 
liveries were actually made, even if 
these documents were doctored by un- 
scrupulous suppliers and dealers.” 


Safeguards built 

Senior Supt. Leopoldo Bataoil, PNP 
spokesperson, said the national police 
had long built safeguards “to make sure 
that conversion is minimized." 

"The PNP has institutionalized a sys- 
tem check for its procurement activi- 
ties," he told the Inquirer. “We have de- 
centralized bids and awards commit- 
tees down to police regional offices and 
national support units.” 


Edgardo Angara is

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US attacks Falluja at start of Ramadan 


BAGHDAD—US warplanes bombed targets in Iraq's rebel- 
held city of Falluja on Friday, marking a violent start to the 
holy Muslim fasting month of Ramadan.

New Cambodia 
king vows to stay 
out of politics 


PHNOM PENH—Cambodia's new monarch 
Xing Norodom Sihamoni said in his first mes- 
sage to his kingdom Friday that he would stay 
‘out of politics, as he asked for guidance and 
understanding while he learns his new role. 

Xing Sihamoni, 51, was handed his new title 
оп Thursday by Cambodia's throne council, a 
week after his ailing and revered father, former 
Xing Norodom Sihanouk, announced his abdi- 
cation, Both men are currently in Beijing. 

‘The new monarch, a former ballet dancer 
and cultural diplomat who has spent most of 
his life outside Cambodia, pledged to stay out 
of his kingdom's murky political world while 
following his father's example. 

“I will try my best to follow the model of my 
father when he took the throne for the second 
time (in 1993) and fully respected the consti- 
tution, which states that ‘the king reigns but 
does not rule,” he wrote in a statement. 

"Moreover 1 will not interfere with the 
‘work of the legislature, executive and judicia- 
ту... and will serve only in religious, diplo- 
matic, social and humanitarian areas." While 
king, Sihanouk had been a champion of the 
poor, handing out rice and other necessities to 
the poorest in the destitute Southeast Asian 
nation, 

He was also renowned for irking powerful 
Prime Minister Hun Sen and other top politi- 
cians with his sharp criticism of their work. 

"T would like to declare publicly that I will 
be neutral with politicians and all parties,” Si- 
hamoni also wrote, praising Sihanouk for be- 
ing “the father of independence, peace, na- 
tional unification and national reconcilia- 
tion."

Fatal addiction 


T: GET a vivid picture of life in these parts, imagine 


the multimillion-peso cash deposits in the names of 
Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, his wife and their three 
soris, their fleet of vehicles, as well as property in the 
United States, including a condominium unit in New York 
and a house in Ohio. Then imagine a couple straining to 
maheuver a pushcart through the traffic, their bodies 
t gaunt, their clothing tattered, the 
EDITORIALS pushcart, actually their home, loaded 
j with a passel of grimy children and 
what amount to their worldly goods. Think of the shop- 
ping expeditions of Garcia’s wife (apparently a regular, 
many-splendored exercise, else what are the five drivers 
for?), then consider the painstakingly methodical sweep 
that scavengers perform on the daily haul of garbage to 
be able to eat. 

The act of imagining is supremely easy to do, the ways 
of the new rich being on tawdry display through their 
many mansions, and the ways of the impoverished being 
a Sad, sullen part of the daily panorama. The polarity is 
nothing new, in fact ever present, a veritable part of the 
warp and woof of the Philippine social fabric—but now 
much sharper, more cutting. 

The revelations coming fast and furious on the 
lifestyles of the rich in the Armed Forces are made more 
infuriating in light of official findings on the hunger as- 
saulting a great number of Filipino households, to 
speak nothing of the alarming state of the economy. The 
“gifts” and “gratitude money” coming Garcia’s way in 
the course of his performing his former functions as 
AFP comptroller, as so candidly disclosed by his wife 
Clarita to US customs authorities, give the lie to the Ar- 
royo's administration's declared stance against corrup- 
tion, and make of it a shallow, even laughable pretense. 
And the continuing horse opera of the congressional in- 
quiry on corruption in the military, specifically the un- 
explained wealth of the two-star general who can't 
even be compelled to show up, hardly promises a solu- 
tion. 

No, it does not seem like the problem will see resolu- 
tion in the near future. The “fatal addiction” to money 
that ex-military rebel Rex Robles talked about while 
disclosing the allegedly widespread corruption in the 
military appears as intense as ever, if one is to go by 
Garcia's case. It’s probably true what they say—that 
sore people just can't have enough of the good stuff 
once it’s there. The addiction is complete and over- 
whelming. According to the conventional wisdom gov- 
erning this addiction, there’s no sense in turning off the 
tap when the goodness insists on overflowing. Two, 
three houses? How trifling. Get a condominium at the 
Trump Park Avenue. Forty bank accounts? That's only 
in the Philippines. A stash of $100,000? Only part of 
what Clarita Garcia said was cash received “for travel 
and expenses from businesses that are awarded con- 
tracts for military hardware.” 


But no solo trip 


UT forall that (including the astoundingly hick at- 

tempt of the Garcia boys to smuggle a huge 

amount of dollars into the United States in 10 en- 
Velopes stuffed in their shoes and their jacket pockets, as 
though they had never heard of money transfers), ob- 
servers attentive to the ways of addiction would point out 
that this general could not have been acting alone. It 
could not have been а solo trip. 

In the course of enrichment, it is only logical for the 
wise receiver of “gratitude money” to include others on 
the take, whether superior or subordinate, the better to 
make the “process” more efficient, preclude discovery, 
and ensure silence where silence counts, 

In which case, Garcia may be of significant value. While 
recovering from his suddenly serious ailments and sleep- 
less nights, he may be persuaded to talk about the appar- 
ent systemic malady in the AFP the iceberg of which his 
case is said to constitute only the tip. (Imagine how far- 
reaching it goes. Again, imagining would not be too diffi- 
cult to do, certain mansions in such elite enclaves as 
Corinthian Gardens and Ayala Alabang being such dead 
giveaways.) 
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THE REVELATION of the incredible wealth of 
Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, as recently exhibited 
by his two sons and later his wife to the US cus- 
toms authorities, has again focused public at- 
tention on the anomalies, real or imagined, in 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines. 

There were reports of irregularities in the. 
disposition of its retirement funds, the alleged 
corruption in the acquisition of military equip- 
ment, the mansions and luxury vehicles of 
some of the generals, and even the sharing of 
kidnap ransoms by certain field commanders 
with Muslim rebels and the Abu Sayyaf ban- 
dits. But alf these suspicions did not go beyond 
the usual investigations after the grandstand- 
ing of the legislators. 

The military had earlier been regarded as а 
mere ordinary agency of the government, but 
it acquired a new image under martial law as 
the loyal protector of Ferdinand Marcos. The 
effect was devastating. Generals began to 
‘swagger like congressmen, whom they learned 
to disdain as inferiors. Sergeants started acting 
like colonels. The strong-arm Abadilla stalkers 
wielded a deadly terror against the enemies of 
the new regime. 

‘Marcos saw to it that the soldiers were well 
treated—indeed, spoiled—test they tumed 
against him. Their camps were improved, their 
perquisites increased. Even officers who had 
retired from the military were retained in the 
government as civil officials although there 
were better available civilians. 

‘The constitutional mandate that civilian au- 
thority shall be supreme over the military has 
become a farce. Even after the downfall of the 
dictatorship, the Armed Forces have retained 
their power and prestige. The succeeding ad- 
ministrations have seen to that. The civilian 
presidents seem to be so terrified of a coup 
d'etat from the retired officers that they think it 
best to keep them contented. The way to do 
this is to appoint them to civilian offices for 


TWO months ago, following the release of a 
paper signed by 11 University of the Philip- 
pines economists, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo declared that the country was in the midst 
of a fiscal crisis. "We have to face it squarely, 
wielding our courage, resourcefulness and sol- 
idarity as a nation and people,” she said. No 
Filipino of sound mind and goodwill can dis- 
agree with that statement. 

‘Given the crisis, the government's roadmap 
to recovery, outlining the steps to overcome 
the crisis, assumes tremendous importance. It 
will be examined very carefully by the coun- 
вуз creditors, by potential investors. It will al- 
so be used as a guide for the government's own 
ipvestment decisions. Thus, it is imperative 
that the roadmap, in the form of the Medium- 
‘Term Philippine Development Plan (MTPDP), 
is credible and reassures all stakeholders that 
the government knows where it is going and 
how it intends to get there; and it has the 
means to carry out its intentions, given the 
constraints iis facing. 

That МТРОР was launched earlier this 
week, accompanied by President Arroyo's 
"sink or swim together" remarks, and with 
presidential spokesman Ignacio Bunye's assur- 
ance that it was going to be used as a bible by 
all Cabinet members and government officials. 
That what was launched was not the full-text 
MTPDP itself, but а 13-page speech of Neda 
rector General Romulo Neri—which presum- 
ably serves as the executive summary of the. 
MTPDP—accompanied by a 162-slide power 
point presentation, was in itself an ominous 
portent. While the full text was reportedly pre- 
sented to the Cabinet on Oct. 5, its release has 
been held in abeyance, pending their com- 
ments, until Oct, 26. That can only mean, giv- 
en the “launch,” that (a) the Cabinets com- 
ments will be considered either irrelevant ог 
immaterial; or (b) that the full-text MTPDP 
was not really a full text and needed to be 
fleshed out by the concerned sector—the pow- 
er-point presentations of some of the 25 chap- 
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which they may have neither qualifications nor 
experience. 

‘Eduardo Ermita is now the “litle president” 
as the executive secretary. Leandro Mendoza is 
the secretary of transportation and communi- 
cations. Angelo Reyes quit as defense secretary 
but has returned to supervise local govern- 
ments. Many retired generals now occupy sub- 
ordinate positions in the Cabinet where they 
may be groping in unfamiliar terrain. Victor 
Corpus, who recently finished his stint in the 
AFR will be back as “reforestation czar," an of- 
fice to be created particularly for him despite 
his lack of credentials for the job. 

Back to Garcia, his superiors in the AFP ear- 
lier decided to have him charged before the 
civil courts rather than face court martial pro- 
ceedings. Their reason was that they might be 
accused of a whitewash if the accused was ac- 
quitted. The AFP afraid? Was it considering a 
possible acquittal? We do have the presump- 
tion of innocence, but it may be rebutted with 
proof beyond reasonable doubt. Garcia will be 
hard put at justifying his extraordinary for- 
tune—and in US dollars yet—with his monthly 
basic salary of only P19,381. 

The latest report, however, is that they will 
court martial him, after all. Talk of indecisive- 
ness—and from the top defender of the nation. 
Whatif we're in a war?- 

President Macapagal-Arroyo seems to be 
anxious to have no part in the prosecution of 
the general and is leaving it to the chief of staff

ters were very sketchy indeed. Either way indi 
cates that the plan may not have been the ге- 
sult of cooperation and consultation among 
the agencies and the regions, but was a “solo 
flight” made by the Neda chief and his staff 

‘This is further confirmed when one peruses 
the available material. The “fighting” targets 
seem to be lifted almost verbatim from Neri's 
“Development Agenda: Our Tasks Of These 
Next Six Years,” which he unveiled last May as 
his recommendations to the President and the 
Cabine. 

So what's wrong with that? Everything. Be- 
cause when he unveiled that agenda last May, 
it was met with almost as much derision as its 
predecessor—Neri’s so-called "747" Agen- 
‘da—was. If one recalls, the latter was present- 
ed while Neri was still with Congress, but it 
was laughed out of existence because it target- 
ed "7 percent growth for 7 years" (hence the 
747 label), а growth rate which the Philippines 
has never achieved, much less sustained over 
any period of time. Undaunted, he tried to es- 
pouse it again when he was appointed to Neda, 
bur the technocrats in the staff were able to 
dissuade him. 

But he was not to be stopped for long. The 
Development Agenda no longer aimed for 7 
percent for 7 years, but for 7 percent by the 
end of the last year of the Arroyo administra- 
tion. This fast-paced growth, he assured, 
‘would lead to cutting the country's poverty in- 
cidence by half from its 2000 level by 2010. 

How would this be achieved? Among other 
things, by an increase in the investment rate 
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to do whatever he feels should be done. This is 
a wonderful opportunity for the commander in. 
chief to assert her authority if only to show her 
direct interest in maintaining the integrity of 
‘the AFP Strangely, however, she would rather 
steer clear of this delicate and unwelcome re- 
sponsibility. A stronger female president 
would have seized this opportunity to prove 
her mettle, but President Arroyo is no Prime 
Minister Thatcher leading the British forces to 
the Falkland island, 

Whatever the outcome of the case against 
Garcia, I hope it will lead to the wider investi 
gation of the venalities in the AFP that trig- 
gered the failed Oakwood uprising last year. 
The Feliciano Commission which investigated 
that aborted coup suggested that a serious ef- 
fort be made to study and correct the muti- 
neers’ grievances which were prima facie 
valid. Has the President acted on that sugges- 
Чоп? 

Besides Garcia, several other officers are te- 
portedly being investigated for discovered аз! 
sets grossly disproportionate to their salaries. 
Another general is charged with falsifying 
birth record to avoid his retirement two years 
ago. These cases may be only the tip of the ice- 
berg, and a more serious examination of the. 
conduct of military men may reveal more scan- 
dals. Past misdeeds that may have been cov- 
ered up may even be reopened as part of the. 
general cleanup of the AFP 

President Arroyo can vastly improve what 
she calls this strong Republic by cleansing the. 
Augean stables in the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines. All she needs is the moral courage 
to face up to the crooked generals and other 
military grafters who have dishonored their 
now disreputable institution. She is, or should 
be, their constitutional commander in chief. 
She should have the will and the guts to act as 
such unless there are serious secret reasons бог 
her dormancy. 


from 19 percent to 28 percent, part of which 
would come from increasing government in- 
frastructure expenditures by P100 billion а 
year; and by an increase in exports from $38 
billion to $50 billion within a two-year period.

Well, not only has that Development Agen- 
да come back, Neri seems to have removed all 
the brakes, The new MTPDP is now looking at. 
the possibility of achieving a more than 7 per- 
cent growth by 2006; and in the last two years. 
ofthe plan, at rates as high as 8 percent! In oth- 
er words, by following exactly the strategy of 
the Development Agenda, Neri is expecting 
better results (he does not say why). Neri has 
traded his 747 for Ocho-Ocho (8-8). 

‘The plan is bedeviled by internal contradic- 
tions, not to mention an enormous wish list, 
with no attempts at prioritizing, as if the plan- 
ners face no funding constraints. No costin 
no business plan. Utterly divorced from real 
ty. A small example: it assumes an increase in 
revenue effort of 1.6 of GDP by next year (al- 
ready unrealistic). At projected inflation rates 
and the assumed growth rate, that amounts to 
something like P80 to P90 billion additional 
revenues, But it plans to increase infrastruc- 
ture expenditures by P100 billion. Plus, spend 
for 6,000 additional schoo! buildings, and 
subsidize 130,000 units of socialized housing. 
Not to mention subsidies required to keep 
food prices low. Plus pay a much larger debt 
service bill, which spikes next year. Etc. Yet, 
the MTPDP expects that the budget deficit as 
a percentage of GDP shall decrease by more 
than half of one percentage point.

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SOME unthinking members of Congress have 
opined that in view of the Senate's resistance to 
the urgent tax refórm measures, it's better that 
the administration forget about them. They said 
that it would be best to instead focus on going af- 
ter the 50 billionaires and 42,550 millionaires 
said to be among the country’s most delinquent 
taxpayers. These startling figures were reported- 
ly revealed by an official of the Federation of 
ipino-Chinese Chamber of Commerce and Indus- 
‘ty ata recent Senate hearing. 

"The problem with this approach is that it's not 
sound, The FFCCI has issued a statement to clarify 
that the figures on big-time tax cheats have not 
been validated, but are merely the result of ex- 
trapolations which "may eventually be proven er- 
roneous.” This matter certainly ought to be looked 
into by the BIR; but in the meantime, Congress 
should not delay passing atleast a couple of those 
tox measures in the next few weeks, if only to send 

"the correct signal to the international credit-rating 
agencies that we mean to tackle the fiscal crisis, 

Leading creditrating agencies such as 
Fitch, Moody's Investor Service, and Standard 
& Poor's have repeatedly threatened to down- 
grade our credit rating if the administration is 
unable to pass those tax measures. As pointed 
out by the economists, a downgrade of even 
one percentage point means P20 billion more 
in our interest payments, not to mention the 
bad propaganda value. I read the statement of 
Bangko Sentral investor relations officer Cora 
Guidote, stressing the urgency of passing one 
or two tax measures. Asserting that "the credit 
rating agencies will not wait for us” (in fact,

ENTERING Megamall à few days ago, 1 found а 
frozen tableau, with almost all the shoppers and 
sales personnel standing motionless.

Thats how much we've come to take our 
Catholicism for granted, assuming that since the 
great majority of Filipinos are Catholics, then the 
minority, who are Protestants, Muslims, Hindus 
ог Buddhists or non-believers, should bow to our 
dominance and surrender their rights when these 
come in conflict with our privileges. 

165 unfortunate that the controversy being 
stirred up in Greenhills over the proposed estab- 
lishment of a prayer room for Muslims has been. 
reduced to a religious issue, with overtones of so- 
cial and ethnic profiling. Reading some of the 
commentary on the Greenhills tempest, inclu 
statements made by residents’ associations in the 
area, one is shocked that such blatant bigotry 
should stil exist in this day and age. 

‘Their reasoning is so full of holes, it's a wonder 
they're not laughed out of the newspapers one of 
their leaders publishes. "Mosques" will be used as 
sanctuaries by criminals? Well, we have hundreds 
of Catholic churches in Metro Manila, but how 
many instances have we heard of Catholic crimi- 
nals seeking refuge in a church? All Muslims are 
criminals and smugglers? Wasn't Dr. Mahathir 
Mohammad, former Malaysian Prime Minister 
and a recent Manila visitor, a Muslim, honored by 
‘our country’s business and political leaders?

IT'S quite interesting to observe the difference in 
the Christian fervor of the early Filipino converts 
and later devotees. In the early 18th century Fr. 
Martinez de Zuñiega was already complaining 
that we were not well instructed in the Christian 
doctrine. An 1886 Franciscan manual for parish 
priests deemed that the majority of Filipinos had 
no real understanding of their religion; they just 
memorized what they were told. Primo de Rivera, 
then governor, felt that our religious beliefs were 
confined to the observance of outward practices 
but didn't make any deeper impression. 

French traveler Jean Mallat observed that we 
were particularly superstitious with lots of stories 
about ghosts, phantoms, nocturnal visitations, 
monsters and sorcerers. (We have since added 
fortune-tellers, spirit of the glass and now feng 
shui) There was even a story of a parish priest in 
Magalang, Pampanga who committed 57 mur- 
ders after having been made to believe that his 
mother had been placed under a spell. 

Early missionaries found that methods of gov- 
ernment and religious beliefs were based on cus- 
toms and traditions. Some traditions were pre- 
served in memorized songs which the people 
learned as they were sang during work, play or 
celebrations and funeral rites when they were 
children. Genealogies and the deeds of the gods 
were also recounted. 

Many of the spirits, known as anitos and ances- 
tors, played an important part in the pre-Chris- 
tian religion of the Filipinos, In 1595, Franciscan 
friar Diego del Villar found in the town of Lum: 
bang about 200 important likhas or images and 
figures. Some were covered with gold; others 
with beaten silver and studded with diamonds 
and other precious stones, with enchasing and fil- 
igreed work. He threw them into the fire much to 

le chagrin of collectors, antique dealers and 
their ilk 500 years later. 

The people had an abundance of fine earthen- 
ware for use in their religious practices, as well as 
various kinds of instruments used by the m 
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throwbacks to the Middle Ages. 

BABES Sanchez, a champion of women's rights 
and reproductive health in Cebu, аз well as а 
founderofthe Legal Alternatives for Women Inc. 
(LAW Inc.), read a statement during the press 
conference held by the Women's Solidarity for 
Justice at Rolling Hills, Banilad, Mandaue City 
last Tuesday.

Inc, Lihok Pilipina, Crusade against Violence, 
and many other organizations—among its 
members. It was founded in response to the 
heinous murder of lawyer Arbet Sta. Ana-Yong- 
со, who was legal director of LAW Ine. and an 
outspoken advocate of the rights of women, 
children and all those who, in the famous words 
of President Magsaysay, having less in life, de- 
serve more in law. The statement follows in full: 

We, the women of Cebu, are shocked upon 
knowing of the violent death of Atty. Arbet Sta. 
‘Ana-Yongco... It was so sudden and so unex- 
pected. We are angry that such an act can be 
done in broad daylight without fear of any 
reprisals. We are scared with the thought that 
what happened to her could happen to any one 
of us. We weep with the loss. 

Arbet was our friend and colleague in our 
work to promote the rights of women and chil- 
dren. She was an advocate for peace and had 
been courageous and determined in her fight 
against the violence and senseless killing of hu- 
man beings. She was not one (to) be cowed 
when the fight gets tough. АП these she did, 
while she juggled her multiple roles as mother, 
wife, sister and daughter.

Many newly converted natives were so fervent 
in their faith that they knelt all throughout the 
Mass and they heard not just one Mass but as 
many as they could, In Bicol, before receiving 
communion they would fast, do the discipline 
Gelf-lagellation) and abstain from carnal rela- 
tions, even with their wives. Of their own free 
will, they would fast three times a week and 
throughout all of Lent. Some gave up rice and ate 
only boiled roots during the Holy Week. 

They would make their own "Books of Hours” 
(a book containing the prayers of the Office of 
Our Lady for the various days of the week), which 
they would write in their own character and let- 
ters. Lives of the saints and that of Our Lady and 
other women saints were also written down and 
read frequently. 

Penance and abstinence were also practiced 
with zeal. Some abstained from putting salt in 
their food; others stopped bathing—a great 
penance and sacrifice for Filipinos who were 
brought up to bathe daily. It was also quite ordi- 
nary for them to wear sackcloth, a practice that 
the priests tried to discourage as they did with 
self-flagellation so that they do not endanger 
their health. They would also get up to pray 
matins (chanted in monasteries at midnight) at 
home and "give themselves up to mental prayer." 

During Lent, they would scourge themselves 
and draw blood, carried heavy crosses and per- 
form other mortifications. Others set up their 


We mourn today the loss of Atty. Arbet, our 
sister, our friend and our colleague in our pur- 
suit for peace and justice in our country, We 
are outraged that woman who devoted her 
life to end violence against women is herself a 
victim to such violence.

As 
women, we will continue with our multiple roles 
in this society that is slowly evolving to be gender 
sensitive. 

‘We will go on being loving mothers to our chil- 
dren, equal partners to our husbands and dedi- 
cated workers in the fight for justice. Rather than 
be cowed intosilence with her death, we have be- 
соте more resolute in our fight for the promo- 
tion of women's rights, 

Yes, we are scared but we know that there will 
be many more Arbets if we will be immobilized 
by our fear. We will continue to empower women 
so that women are no longer victimized and 
marginalized in our society. We continue with our 
‘work to be able to provide a safe and secure home 
for our children, 

‘Atty. Arbet has accomplished much in her 36 
years in life. For us, she is a symbol of the fight of 
‘women to stand as equal partners of men in our 
society. She has inspired us to go on. We are paci- 
fied with the thought that our courageous and 
dear friend is now in God's company. 


house asa place where people could go and prac- 
tice penance and mortifications. Some hang from 
crosses, others put on weights on their necks, oth- 
ers drag weights from a halter as if they were 
beasts, which they considered themselves to be 
for having offended God. 

Several reasons were given for our moral decline. 
later, chief among them the lack of priests. There. 
were 40,000 to 50,000 faithful in a parish so that it 
was impossible for the parish priest to adequately 
attend to the needs of his congregation for religious 
instruction. The further away people lived from the 
town, the worse the situation became, 

Many were thus Christians in name only, 
though baptized at birth. The situation improved 
somewhat when the public school system became 
more widespread since the teacher taught cate- 
chism. Still many students merely parroted the 
religious teachings but did not necessarily under- 
stand what they meant. 

In the 19th century there was a growth of folk 
Catholicism, The most well-known of this was 
Apolinario de la Cruz's Cofradia de San Jose that 
taught his followers to pray, which wasn't a bad 
thing at all. But as the number of its members 
ren the authorities became alarmed and pro; 

ibited it from going on. The members resisted 
and this resulted in а violent protest that led to 
the death of poor Hermano Pule. Some of them, 
however, fled to Mount Banahaw. Forty years lat- 
ет, a traveler mentioned that Pule had named cer- 
tain sites as "ће mount of Calvary, the spring of 
Jordan, Purgatory, etc.” 
Once in a while, we come across articles about 
ppines as the only Catholic country їп 
Asia, juxtaposed with its being one of the most 
corrupt as well. Makes you wonder, doesn't it, 
whether we really are practicing Catholics or just 
baptized?

THERE has been so much agitation to trim 
down the salaries and allowances of the heads 
of government-owned and -controlled corpo 
rations.

by беп, Douglas MacArthur, the reestablish- 
ment of the Commonwealth government un- 
der President Sergio Osmefia, and the decla- 
ration of Leyte as capital ofthe Philippines. 

‘Among those on display is, of course, the 
famous Leyte landing photograph showing 
General MacArthur, President Osmefia, Gen. 
Carlos Romulo and others wading in Red 
Beach in Palo, Leyte on Oct. 20, 1944. 

Several pictures are also about the Battle of 
Leyte Gulf, the suicide attacks of the Japanese 
“kamikaze” planes on Allied Forces battle- 
ships, and the role played by local guerrillas 
led by Col, Ruperto Kangleon in paving the 
way for the Leyte Gulf landings, among many 
other significant events. 

‘The pictures on display at the Montejo an- 
cestral home, however, are not original pho- 
tographs but are only reproductions of old 
photographs, magazines and newspapers 
coming from different sources, including the 
United States War Department. 

Incidentally, at least eight of the war corre- 
spondents that covered the liberation of Leyte 
had resided for weeks in that same old house 
of Dr: Alejandro Montejo. 

"Among them was William Dunn of 
Columbia Broadcasting, who is shown in the 
famous Leyte landing photo carrying his type- 
writer as they waded to the shore,” said Alex 
Montejo, a son of the doctor and a successful. 
businessman. He is now 75 years old. 


"We heard shouts 
telling people to come out into the streets. А 
few moments later, we saw some guerrillas 
walking ahead, followed by a couple of tanks 
їп the middle and by American soldiers 
marching single file on both sides of the 
road.” 

“That was the first time the people saw 
many American soldiers. They came from 
(the direction of) Pampango district, they 
were young and their faces were reddish,” he 
recalled. 

Montejo also remembered that the Ameri- 
сап soldiers were surprised that the locals 
spoke their tongue. “Even the (Filipino) chil- 
dren could talk in understandable English,” 
hesaid. 

He also recalled that at one time the famous 
composer and lyricist, Irving Berlin, who com- 
posed the popular song "White Christmas" visit 
ed Tacloban on his way to Tolosa to perform at 
the 8th Army Theater in that town. 

Berlin also composed the song “God Bless 
America,” Montejo said. 

But when Berlin visited Tacloban, he over- 
heard a group of schoolchildren at the Leyte 
High School, which, according to Montejo, in- 
cluded the young Imelda Romualdez, singing 
his song "God Bless America." 

But a part of the lyrics was changed—in- 
stead of "God bless America," the words used

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Farmers' groups reject food coupons 


Farmers urge 
hike in palay 

price from P6 
to P15 per kg 


CITY OF SAN FERNANDO— 
About 100 farmer-leaders from 
seven Central Luzon provinces 
picketed the Department of Agri- 
culture regional office here on 
Friday to start a new round of 
protests to seek an increase in the 
buying price of palay from P6 to 
P15 a kilogram. 

The Alyansa ng mga Mag- 
bubukid sa Gitnang Luzon also 
launched the "Kampanyang Tu- 
los" in Aurora, Bataan, Bulacan, 
Nueva Ecija, Pampanga, Tarlac 
and Zambales, 

"The farmers planted placards on 
ricelands and along roads in protest 
of the governments “anti-peasant 
programs," according to Lita Mari- 
ano, AMGL secretary general. 

"More mass protests are planned 
to make the govemment realize 
that its programs in agriculture are 
killing than helping the farmers,” 
Mariano told reporters in Filipino. 

‘While the price of palay has re- 
mained unchanged in almost a 
decade, Mariano said traders are 
able to jack up the prices of rice to 
as high as P24 a kg. On the side, 
government allows rice importation 
near or during harvest seasons. 

In the picket, AMGL leaders al- 
so took turns criticizing the al- 
leged diversion of P1.1 billion in 
agriculture funds for President 
Macapagal-Arroyo’s election 
‘campaign expenditures last May. 

They scored the proposal to 
dissolve the National Food.Au- 
thority, saying the agency should 
instead be retained and strength- 
ened to be able to help farmers. 

‘They also urged a stop to the 
promotion and use of hybrid tice, 
noting it does not yield good har- 
vests, disallows seed stocking but 
requires expensive productiomin- 
puts. Mariano claimed that the 
hybrid rice program benefits only 
agro-chemical companies. 

"One of the best solutions in 
ending the hunger that has been 
stalking many Filipinos for years 
now is to help farmers improve 
production. That way, there is 
food security, But government 
chooses to look the other way 
around,” Mariano said.

Instead of selected help through 
food coupons, the farmers want 
subsidy to farm products in- 
creased, food assistance to hungry 
families, allow farmers to till va- 
cant but productive lands, and stop 
the conversion of farmlands into 
subdivisions and commercial use. 

‘They also called on the govern- 
ment to stop paying the country's 


foreign debt. 

Nilo Arado, officer of Pamanggas, 
a group of farmers in Panay and 
Guimaras, said farmers are worse off 
since 10 years ago, He said the cost 
of production on one hectare of rice- 
land rose from P10,000 to P18,000 
from 1990 until now. 

‘The farmers, he added, failed 
to recoup their expenses because 


the price of palay was nailed to 
P6.50 to P7.20 a kilo during har- 
vest season. 

‘Arado estimated that the aver- 
ае loss of farmer is P1,321 per 
cropping season or P437 a month 
in the last 14 years. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
said production decreased because 
we use tod little chemical fertilizers 
but this is not true. There is a deep- 
er reason for that,” said Arado. 

Sanny Talibu, a farmer leader, 
said farmers in ойо and Guimaras 
are living with a measly P8.50 a day.

Philippine Drug Enforcement 
Agency (PDEA) Director General 
‘Anselmo Avenido led the shabu burn- 
ing that lasted for at least four hours 
at the cement kiln of ‘Apo Cement 
Corp. in Barangay Tinaan, Naga, 21.7 
km south of Cebu City, 

‘The precursor chemicals used to 
manufacture shabu were separately 
burned at the Cebu Common Treat- 
ment Facility (CCTF) at the Inayawan 
Landfill in Pardo, Cebu City. 

‘The burning started at 11:30 am. 
and was finished at 3 p.m. yesterday,

NPAs slain; 


rebs say report ‘drama’ 


CAMP VICENTE LIM, Lagu- 
na—Two alleged members of the 
New People's Army were killed in 
а clash between communist 
rebels and government troopers 
in Cavinti, Laguna just before 
dawn yesterday. 

Col. Tristan Kison, commander 
of the Philippine Army's 1st In- 
fantry Battalion based in Cavinti, 
said they brought the bodies of 
the two still unidentified rebels to 
the municipal hall for possible 
identification. 

Kison said the encounter hap- 
pened at about 5:30 a.m, while a 
government platoon was pursu- 
ing rebels who earlier clashed 
with troopers, killing two sol- 
diers. 

Upon seeing the soldiers, Ki- 
son claimed the NPAs fired at 
them, triggering the 30- 


minute gunfight. 

But communist spokesperson 
Gregorio "Ka Roger" Rosal dis- 
owned the slain armed men and ; 
described the encounter as “a 
pure drama of the military.” 

In a mobile phone interview 
with the Inguier, Rosal said he 
phoned the NPAs Nilo Hatgl 
Command, the rebel unit based in 
Laguna, who allegedly told him. 
that they did not have any casual 
ties yesterday or engaged the mil 
itary ina gunfight. 

Rosal said the military “was 
making stories to save face for the 
losses they suffered in earlier gun 
battles" with the NPAs. 

He said the casualties could be 
innocent residents in the area 
suspected of aiding the rebels.

containing chloro-ephedrine; and 75 
kilos of ephedrine. 

The other toxic chemicals, includ- 
ing the 527 liters pf thionyl chloride 
and 37 sacks of caustic soda at 25 ki- 
los each, were destroyed at the CCTR 

Before the destruction took place, 
Yap and a chemist from the Philippine 
National Police crime laboratory, re- 


examined, rewelghed and re-invento- 
ried the seized items. 

Jun Bayno, the electrical and in- 
strumentation maintenance manager 
of Apo Cement Corp., assured the 
public that the shabu destruction 
would not harm the environment 
since the dust emitted from the burn 
ing would be filtered 

Also, there was no danger that the 
smoke would be inhaled by anyone 
since it evaporated the moment it met 
air, Bayno said, 

"To determine that the chemicals were 
the ones being burned, the chemists of 
the PDEA observed five steps prior to 
the burning of the ilegal drugs.

-According to sources, the three eval- 


uators who approved the Asya textbook 
are from DepEd, However, the two have 
reportedly left the department. 

Luz, who joined DepEd in October 
2002, said they still had to establish 
why these evaluators approved the 
textbook with 431 errors. 

Based on interviews with other 
DepEd staff, it appeared that subse- 
quent evaluators in 1999 and 2000 just 
assumed that the Asya textbook was ac- 
ceptable since it already passed evalua- 
tion in 1997. 

The textbook has been in circulation 
for 14 years, 

Since the DepEd approved the text- 
book during a competitive bidding, Luz 
said it was not easy to hold SD Publica- 
tions nor the authors accountable. 

"Antonio Go is correct. When the de- 
partment is the one that reviews and 
evaluates [a textbook} and then says 
the content is accurate, to some extent 
you take the liability from the publisher. 
Evaluation is really our responsibility 
and that’s why we have to take more 
care in evaluation,” Luz said.

FIFTEEN policemen in Metro Manila suspect- 
ed of being protectors of illegal gambling op- 
erations have been ordered dismissed as part 
of the polices intensified anti-gambling 
drive. 

Director Avelino Razon, chief of the Na- 
tional Capital Region Police Office (NCRPO), 
who was among officials who led the disman- 
tling yesterday of 170 confiscated video 'kar- 

‘a’ machines, said "persistent reports" from 
intelligence operatives named the lawmen as 
protectors of illegal gambling operations. 

Razon did not give the names of the 15 po- 
licemen, but said the list included a Senior In- 
spector (police captain), an SP03 and a РОЗ. 

Also present at the destruction of the ma- 
chines were Philippine National Police chief 
Director General Edgar Aglipay, Western Po- 
lice District director Chief Supt. Pedro Bu- 
laong and Manila Mayor Lito Atienza. 

‘The NCRPO chief said the move to dismiss 
the 15 policemen would put pressure on other 
colleagues suspected of coddling illegal gam- 
bling activities. 

“This has been going on for some time now, 
and the people themselves have been naming 
these policemen as protectors,” he added. 

‘The erring policemen would be subjected 
to an investigation and would face charges if 


‘eweuswvaento the accusations are true, said Razon. 


Around 170 video karera machines were 
destroyed at the Bonifacio Shrine in Manila, 
with police officials and the city mayor taking 
turns in hitting the machines with sledgeham- 
mers. 

Half of the machines were seized in raids in, 
a month-long operation conducted by NCRPO 
operatives. 

‘Twenty were confiscated by the WPD; 
while the rest came from other districts in 
Metro Manila and from raids conducted by 
the Presidential Anti-Organized Crime Task 
Force. 

"These activities have persisted because of 
police protection. I hope they would arrest 
the guilty policemen and remove them from. 
the service,” said Atienza. ў 

“The suspects, if found guilty, might say 
that they would just resign. Excuse me, but 
they must be imprisoned,” he added. 

‘Atienza zeroed in on policemen tagged in 
video karera operations, and said that it was 
“public knowledge" that these men were ei- 
ther protectors or operators of gambling та- 
chines that allowed its patrons to lose lots of 
money. 

“Video karera operations in Manila defi- 
nitely enjoy the protection of certain men in 
the force,” the mayor said. 

"We would like to rid Manila of these ma- 
chines because the youth are at the losing 
end,” Atienza added, noting that young peo- 
pleare its most frequent players.

Ever since the first Sherlock 
Holmes adventure, "A Study in 
Scarlet,” appeared in Beeton's 
Christmas Annual in 1887, avid 
readers implored the author to 
whip up as many new stories as 
he could, Doyle obliged and 
wrote 59 more Holmes adven- 
tures before he quit.

Journey 

‘The movie is set in a late 1930s New York 
beset by hundred-foot-tall robots. Soon re- 
porter Polly Perkins (Gwyneth Paltrow) along 
with ex-beau Sky Captain (Jude Law) set off 
оп a journey to stop a mad scientists plot to 
destroy the world. 

Drawing from old '40s serials such as 
“Flash Gordon," noirish pulp fiction and 
the classic futurism of H.G. Wells, first-time. 
director Kerry Conran has created a vin- 
tage-looking sci-fi film using the most mod- 
ern of technology.

Toiling 
away on his home computer, Conran eventu- 
ally produced a six-minute short (essentially 
the first minutes of the feature film), which at- 
tracted producer Jon Avnet and, in turn, Law 
and Paltrow, 


Transfer 
When production began, this transfer of 
drawings to computer graphics was done 
even more expertly—using a computer pr 
gram that allows the designer to feel resi 
tance, like a sculptor feels clay. Those still 
graphics were then animated to produce a 
Tough, 3-D video (with digital actors) called 
„an animatic, 
Alter many processes of refining the light- 


ing, depth and composition, а grid was ereat- 
ed for each shot, and mapped out on the blue 
screen stage floor, Conran then shot the 
movie with doubles in a London studio, as а 
kind of dress rehearsal. 

“We effectively shot the film twice," Conran 
told The Associated Press, “I actually shot the 
film before I shot the film.” 

Once the adjustments of angles and shad- 
‘ows were made to make a cohesive, cartoon- 
ish rough cut, the primary actors were 
brought in (ог just a month of shooting in the 
studio. Not bad work compared to the normal 
months on location. 


Blueprint 
The animatic also served as a useful 
blueprint (no pun intended) for Paltrow; Law, 
Angelina Jolie and Giovanni Ribisi.

DOLLARS remitted by overseas Filipino workers jumped 
by 45.9 percent in August to $791 million from a year ago, 
its fastest rise since 1999, as manpower services contin- 
ued to bea key Philippine export. 


Without this contribution from 
OFWs, Bangko Sentral ng Pilip- 
inas Governor Rafael Buenaven- 
tura said the country would be in 
adire situation. 

“This accounts for almost 11 
percent of our GDP (gross domes- 
tic product) and 16 percent of our 
current account surplus,” Bue- 
naventura said. 

The BSP chief also noted that 
remittances from OFWs had a 
100-percent value added unlike 
the country's top merchandise ex- 
ports—semiconductors and gar- 
ments—which had a high import 
content. 

The August remittances 
brought the eight-month level 
of OFW inflow this year to $5.5 


billion, 9.4 percent higher 
than the $5.1 billion chalked 
up during the same period last 
year. 

The surge in inflow during the 
month was attributed to the in- 
crease in the number of OFWs as 
well as the deployment of higher 
paid workers. 

Also aiding the jump in remit- 
tances were commercial banks’ 
aggressive promotion campaign 
and wider service coverage to at- 
tract more OFWs to use formal 
channels by improving the effi 
ciency of remittance systems, ex- 
panding the number of remit 
tance centers and increasing ti 
ups with foreign financial institu- 
tions. 


"The growth in remittances 
during the period provides 
greater optimism that the coun- 
пуз projected 6-percent growth 
or equivalent to $8.1 billion for 
the whole of 2004 is achievable 
and may be exceeded,” Bue- 
naventura said. 

Early this year, the BSP project- 
ed only a 3-percent expansion in 
OFW remittances this year, taking 
into account stiff competition 
from workers originating from 
other developing countries like 
India, Pakistan and Bangladesh, 
However, the deployment of 
піоге workers and the more at- 
tractive peso-dollar exchange 
Tates increased the flow of remit- 
tances. 

Bulk of the OFW inflows in Au- 
gust came from workers de- 
ployed in Hong Kong, Japan, Sin- 
Zapore, Italy, the United States, 
the United Kingdom, Saudi Ara- 
bia and the United Arab Emi- 
rates. 


Buenaventura said OFW remit- 
tances continued to be an impor- 
tant component in both the na- 
tional income accounts and bal- 
ance of payments. 

“OFW remittances for the те- 
maining months of 2004 are ex- 
pected to sustain the uptrend 
with the onset of the Holiday sea- 
son,” he said. 

He said OFW inflow would 
continue to contribute signifi- 
cantly to the domestic economy 
in the coming years. 

"It looks like the demand for 
skilled Filipino workers is still 
strong," Buenaventura said. 
“The only question is whether 
we could cope with our sup- 
ply.” 

‘Through the years, the Philip- 
pines has been relying on huge 
remittances from OFWs to boost 
domestic consumption. In 2003,

BIR expands coverage of documentary stamp tax

THE BUREAU of Internal Rev- 
enue has completed a draft rev- 
enue regulation that will expand 
the coverage of documentaly 
stamp tax (DST) on bank transac- 
tions. 

Revenue Deputy -Commis- 
sioner Kim Henares said that up- 
оп the issuance of the revenue 
regulation, banks will be re- 
quired to pay DST on transac- 
tions that offer yields higher 
than the prevailing interest rate, 
among them special savings ac- 
counts, 

The regulation will also im- 
pose a DST on passbook savings 


account. 

"Actually, the revenue regula- 
tion will just clarify the provi- 
sions of the law regarding DST 
on bank transactions. We just 
want to stress that those bank 
transactions should be subject 
to DST because this has been 
contested by some banks," 
Henares said. 

Banks were earlier questioning 
the BIR for asking them to pay 
DST оп passbook accounts, 
claiming passbooks were not con- 
sidered “documents” and there- 
fore should not be subject to the 
tax. The BIR countered that the 
DST was not really a tax on docu- 
ments, but on transactions. 
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The draft revenue regulation 
has been submitted by the BIR to 
the Department of Finance, the 
BIR's head agency, for approval. 

The revenue regulation will 
serve as guidelines in the imple- 
mentation of RA 9238, or the 
DST law. While the revenue reg. 
ulation has yet to be issued, the 
DST law was signed last March 
20. 

Aside from clarifying what 
bank transactions are subject to 
DST, the revenue regulation also 
adjusted the rate of DST and the 
basis of its collection. 

From 30 centavos for every 
P200 worth of transaction, the 
rate of the DST on loan docu- 


ments will be increased to P1. For 
transactions involving insurance 
services, the amount of DST to be. 
collected will be based on the 
amount of premium remitted to 
insurance companies and not on 
the amount of the insurance poli- 
y 

Insurance firms had been lob- 
bying for the shift in the basis of 
collecting DST. They said it was 
unfair that they would pay DST 
based on theamount of insurance 
policy because they do not collect. 
payments all the time. They said 
they encountered instances when 
they were paying DST to the BIR 
although their clients paid по 
premiums.

ERC approves new rate recovery mechanism

THE ENERGY Regulatory Commission has ap- 
proved a monthly automatic rate adjustment 
mechanism, replacing the existing quarterly 
scheme. 

"To do away with the lag time in the recov- 
ery of distribution utilities’ generation costs, 
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the ERC allowed power distributors 
to replace the quarterly generation 
rate adjustment mechanism (GRAM) 
with a recovery scheme similar to the 
much condemned purchased power 
adjustment or PPA. 

The reason cited for the shift was 
the delay in cost recovery that dist 
bution utilities had to endure. The 
distributors claimed they could only 
pass on their power supply charges to 
end-consumers four to six months af- 
ter having incurred such charges. 

For example, the Lopez-led Manila 
Electric Co. said that its recently ap- 
proved GRAM translated to addition- 
al charges worth 17.37 centavos per 

(kWh), Meralcos 
GRAM, which covered the months of 
February to May, was only passed on 
to customers last month. 

The ERC yesterday said in a state- 
ment that the new mechanism would 
be easier for consumers to under- 
stand as whatever fluctuations in 


generation charges for a particular 
month would be passed on to them 
the following month. 

This can then prevent public out- 
cries in case generation charges de- 
clie at a time when a distribution 
utility's GRAM has been approved. 

Also, as the new automatic monthly 
adjustment mechanism will eliminate 
the lag time, consumers will no longer 
have to pay power distributors a certain 
amount representing “carrying charges” 
pegged on the 91-day treasury bill rate 
plusa3-percentage point spread. 

"The ERC assures the electricity 
consuming public that, under the new 
scheme, the generation charge will re- 
main ав а pass-on charge and will not 
generate additional revenue for the 
distribution utility which merely acts 
as а collector of this charge,” ERG 
Chair Rodolfo Albano said. 

Upon implementation of the pro. 
posed guidelines, the GRAM would 
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tion utilities, 

Power distributors! final GRAM fil- 
ings should be done within 60 days 
from the effectivity of the guidelines, 

The final GRAM filing will cover 
the period from their last approved 
GRAM filing to the effectivity of the 
new guidelines, 

‘The new guidelines would take ef- 
fect 15 days after its publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation. Al- 
bano said this would likely be pub. 
lished by today. 

Meantime, militant group Bagong 
Alyansang Makabayan (Bayan) scored 
the ERC for again allowing power dis- 
tibutors like Meralco to implement 
monthly power rate increases.

First Pacific raised funds to back up its 
commitment to provide its subsidiaries 
with the financial muscle needed to pur- 
sue projects and financial recovery pro- 
grams. 

Nenaco needs to raise P130 million to kick- 
start the rehabilitation of its shipping fleet. 


from funding Nenaco, part of the 
proceeds would also be used to pursue МРС 
tollway project. 

Ina related development, MPC has offered 
to buy out minority shareholders of Nenaco at 
16 centavos a share, it said in a disclosure to 
the Philippine Stock Exchange yesterday. 

МРС owns 2.9 billion shares of Nenaco or 
roughly 97.2 percent of the company. 

Nenaco last closed at 37 centavos a share 
before its trading was suspended in March, 
following the approval of the shipping firm's 
petition for a suspension of debt payments.

MPC also approved the delisting of Nenaco 
to allow the shipping firm to pursue its reha- 
bilitation plan. 

Nenaco is preparing its petition for delist- 
ing or its withdrawal as member from the 
PSE. 


Abenson targets 10% growth

Bayantel pays 
P150M 
in interest

BAYAN Telecommunications Inc., the phone 
company of the Lopez Group, has settled al- 
most P150 million in interest on its outstand- 
ing debt and was set to make another quarter- 
ly payment by the end of the year. 

Bayantel chief finance officer Salvador 
Tirona said the company submitted to the 
Pasig Regional Trial Court and to its receiver a 
term sheet to implement the debt rehabilita- 
Чоп plan, which the court approved in June. 

"It is a working document which is based 
on the court-approved rehab. If there are ob- 
Jections, and as long as the objections are con- 
sistent with what the court provided, then we 
would comply” said Tirona in an interview. 

‘The Lopez-owned telecom firm is restruc- 
turing about $477 million in debt, of which 
$277 million is owed to banks and $200 mil- 
lion to bondholders. 

‘Obligations to banks are secured or backed 
by collateral, unlike the bonds. 

But some of the phone company's creditors 
objected to what they claimed was Bayantel’s 
“unilateral approach’ to debt rehabilitation. 

They said that court-appointed receiver 
Remigio Noval should implement the terms of 
the rehabilitation plan, not Bayantel. 

Avenue Asia, a majority holder of Bayan- 
tels $200-million bond, said that the term 
sheet submitted by Bayantel was “пога court- 
approved rehabilitation plan." 

‘The company said in a statement that the 
terms dictated by Bayantel were not binding. 

“Advisors to Avenue Asia have been in- 
formed that the receiver has not acted and 
will not act on Bayantel's term sheet. The re- 
ceiver intends to file a revised rehabilitation 
plan within the next couple of weeks," the 
statement said. 

"It is highly improper for Bayantel to uni- 
laterally attempt to dictate the new provisions. 
of its obligations under rehabilitation, partic- 
ularly so when it is the Receiver's Rehabilita- 
tion Plan, as revised and approved by the 
Court that will govern Bayantel's obligations. 
going forward," the statement said. 

"irona, on the other hand, insisted that the 
term sheet followed the rehabilitation plan. 

"They could say the term sheet was unilat- 
eral but all the company is doing is making a 
payment in good faith. We paid close to P150 
million in interest in September and the next 
would be in December,” he said, 

Tirona added that creditors should stop com- 
plaining because what mattered was that Bayan- 
tel was starting to pay interest on its debt. 

‘The Lopez-owned phone company stopped 
making Interest payments its creditors in 
2001 due to mounting losses. 

‘The company reported that its subseriber 
base had grown to 270,000 as of the first half, 
up 16,000 or 6.3 percent from 254,000 in the 
first quarter, 
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"While we have agreements with our sup- 
pliers to get the first crack at launching their 
latest products in the Philippines, it does not 
necessarily mean it is more expensive in

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TO DISCOURAGE SMOKING : 
Higher taxes on cigarettes urged

EN. Juan Ponce Enrile 

has filed a bill that aims 

to discourage smoking 
through the imposition of high 
taxes on cigarettes. 

His ЫП, Enrile said, will not only ratio- 
nalize the present “distorted” structure 
of tax rates and raise revenue for the gov- 
ernment, it will also discourage the con- 
sumption of tobacco products and рго- 
tect passive smokers asa result. 

In the explanatory note to Senate Bill 
1815, Enrile, who used to be a heavy 
smoker, said cigarette smoking has been 
proven to be hazardous to health, with 
50 to 100 Filipinos said to be dying from 
Jung cancer every day. 

Of the estimated 23.8 million Filipino 
adult smokers, 66 percent come from the 
D class and 27 percent from the E class. 

Enrile noted that many countries have 
enacted laws that severely regulate 
cigarette smoking and have imposed 
heavy excise taxes on the consumption 


THE IG Nobel Prizes, which honor 
achievements that make you laugh and 
then make you think, were handed out 
two weeks ago. 

Among this years awardees were 
Frank Smith in the field of engineering 
for inventing and patenting the com- 
bover (a method of styling hair to cover 
partial baldness), and Jillian Clark in the 
field of public healtb for researching the 
"S-second rule" (food that falls onto the 
floor is still safe to eat provided it is 
picked up within five seconds). 

This year's favorite has to be the recip- 
ient of the Ig Nobel Peace Prize, which 
went to Daisuke Inoue, the man who in- 
vented karaoke, for, as the citation says, 
“providing an entirely new way for peo: 
ple to learn to tolerate each other.” 

Press releases tell us that when he 
headed for the stage to accept his award, 
the Nobel prize awardees and the audi- 
ence burst into song, serenading him 
with “You're just too good to be true/

of the product. But this was not the сазе 
in the Philippines where, he said, excise 
taxes on machine-packed cigarettes was 
"among the lowest" compared to other 
countries. 

“Smoking, regardless of brands and 
prices of cigarettes, should be deterred 
or discouraged,” Enrile said. 


School sponsorships 

Meanwhile, the World Health Organi- 
zation (WHO) is calling on the govern- 
ment and educational institutions to im- 
pose policies that would ban tobacco 
companies from sponsoring projects in 
schools. 

Lucille Nievera, program officer at the 
WHO Philippine office, said sponsor- 
ships by tobacco companies of educa 
tional projects, like anti-smoking cam- 
paigns for students, remain prevalent. 

Nievera, who spoke before delegates to 
the National Schoo! Health and Nutrition 
Summit in Baguio City last Wednesday, 
said such programs, while appearing to 
dissuade young people from smoking ac- 
tually have an effect to the contrary. 

She presented a 2004 study of the 
WHO Tobacco Free Initiative which 


was “for real." 
The study said youth smoking preven- 
tion programs of tobacco firms usually 


portray smoking as an adult activity, 
thereby increasing the appeal of 
cigarettes for young peopl 

“Rather than protecting the youth 
from tobacco, it may actually encourage 
an increase in youth smoking,” it said.

Nobel prize 

Not to be outdone, the Karolinska In- 
stitute in Sweden last week announced 
this year's Nobel Prize recipients. 

In the field of physiology or medicine, 
the award went to Richard Axel, а profes- 
sor of biochemistry and molecular bio- 
physics at Columbia University in New 
York, and Linda Buck, a professor at Fred 
Hutchinson Cancer Research Institute in 
Washington, for their work in unraveling 
the secrets of man’s sense of smell. 

As the Nobel prize committee's press 
release notes, a sense of smell is not only 
important for survival and the need to 
detect fresh food and water, but also for 
one's quality of life because many odors 
are associated with various experiences 
and often trigger memories. 

So how did Axel and Buck get on the 
road to glory? Fifteen years ago, Buck 
жаз a postdoctoral student in Axel's lab 
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їп Columbia. As its website will tell you, 
Axel's lab "is interested in how sensory 
information (specifically, olfactory infor- 
mation] is represented in the brain.” 

‘At the time, it was known that the ol- 
factory epithelium in the nasal cavity has 
several million olfactory neurons con- 
nected directly to the brain. When you 
inhale, the odors detected by the recep- 
tors send the neurons racing to the brain, 
which then responds with specific emo- 
tions and behavior. 

The question was, how did molecules 
from the odors prompt a person to bend 
to sniff the roses, or turn away in disgust 
atthe stench of garbage? 


Cornerstone 

Working on mice, Axel's lab theorized 
that there were receptor proteins in the 
cilia of the olfactory epithelium. But they 
weren't sure whether there were many 
receptors that each recognized specific 
odors, or whether a few receptors recog- 
nized all odors. 

Based on what was already known, 
and what they hypothesized, Buck 
looked for receptors with а specific 
shape, which were all members of the 
same gene family and only found in the 
табе olfactory epithelium. She was sur- 
prised to find a large family of genes 
about а thousand-strong that coded for 
an equivalent number of olfactory recep- 
tors, which are part of the olfactory ep- 
ithelium inside the nasal cavity. 

In 1991, the journal Cell published 
Buck and Axel's paper, which, the Nobel 
Assembly pointed our, had since become 
a cornerstone in the study not just of how 
we smell things, but also how we taste 
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"The study said the tobacco industry, by 
posing as “responsible corporate citizens,” 
has taken advantage of the vulnerability of 
governments, nongovernment organiza- 
tions and tobacco control advocates who

them, and how the senses of taste and 
smell are interrelated. 


Joy of science is in the process 

Axel told a reporter from Nobel- 
prize.org, the official website of the 
Nobel Foundation, that although Buck 
now has her own lab that also studies 
the olfactory system, he and his fellow 
Nobel prizewinner are not direct com- 
petitors. 

His final message to future Nobel 
Prize hopefuls: "That the joy of science is 
in the process, and not in the end. That 
science is not a move to an end; rather, it 
is a process of discovery, which onto it- 
self should be a meaningful pleasure." 

When the reporter asked what he 
would do that day, Axel said, “First | am 
going to have a cup of coffee."

The Clay Mathematics Institute 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts, has

Allan Laing poses the situation pic- 
turesquely: “First, find an apple, a doughnut 
and an elastic band. Now stretch the band 
around the surface of the apple. Carefully 
move the band slowly down the fruit without 
allowing it to leave the surface. See how the 
band expands and then shrinks as it moves 
from top to bottom? 

“Now, try the same thing with the elastic 
band around the surface of the doughnut. Be- 
cause of that pesky hole in the middle, itis im 
possible to shrink it without breaking the 
doughnut, 


8-year work 
Poincare wondered what would happen to 
in higher dimensions. For in- 
stance, what happens to the connectivity of a 
three-dimensional sphere? For more than а 
century, mathematicians have been working 
on this problem, with no lasting success. 

Now there appears to be light at the end of 
the tunnel. Reminiscent of Andrew Wiles, 
who worked alone in an attic for eight years 
to finally solve perhaps the most famous theo- 
rem of them all, Fermat’s Last Theorem, Rus- 
sian mathematician Grigori Perelman also 
worked for the past eight years on Poincare’s 
Conjecture. 

Notoriously shy, Perelman, who works at 
the Russian Academy's Steklov Institute of 
Mathematics in St, Petersburg, seemed unin- 
terested in the $1 million prize that will go to

lion to the individuals or groups 

who find а solution to seven still 
unsolved classic math problems. Aside from 
the Poincare Conjecture, the other problems 
are the Birch and Swinnerton-Dyer Conjec- 
ture (algebraic equations), the Hodge Conjec- 
ture (algebraic cycles), Navier-Stokes Equa- 
tions (air and wave turbulence), P vs МР 
(computer science), the Riemann Hypothesis 
(prime numbers), and the Yang-Mills Theory 
(quantum physics). 

Laing explains, “The Clay Institute's rules 
state that winners must have theit work offi- 
cially published and their evidence must 
stand the test of rwo years’ scrutiny after- 
ward." 


Esoteric concepts 

So how could Perelman possibly be consid- 

ered? 

mes Carlson, Clay Institute president, 
said that since Perelman's work was undergo- 
ing, in effect, a peer review by the world's 
finest mathematical minds, he may yet quali- 
fy for the prize. Experts are confident they 
will soon be able to decide if Perelman hi 
solved the problem. They are serutinizing his 
use of such esoteric concepts as the "Ricci 
Пом; ‘modulo diffeomorphism and ‘maximal 
horns." 

So when will we know if Perelman is 
right, and worthy of a million dollars? No 
one knows, and because of his complex pa- 
per, most mathematicians believe that the 
evaluation process will take some time. (It 
took two years for some errors in Andrew 
Wiles’ original solution to be pointed ош, 
and another year for him to correct them.) 
But if Perelman's solution is proven cor- 
rect, he would have earned a place in math 
history,

YAREN Agustin was diagnosed 
with Burkitt's lymphoma in 1995 
when he was 13, He underwent a 
difficult healing process that in- 
cluded chemotherapy sessions 
and various treatments that re- 
sulted in hair loss.

Confronting the "Big C" can be 
overwhelming for the pa- 
tient—physically, ^ emotionally 
and spiritually. It is thus impor- 
tant for cancer patients to have 
someone from whom they can 
draw strength and encourage- 
ment. 

Dr Jig Mallen of the Riverside 
Medical Center in Bacolod City 
says most cancer patients need a 
venue that would explain to them 
how to accept their condition, 
how to fight the disease and how 
to manage it. 


Equated with death 

People diagnosed with cancer 
initially go through a denial 
stage. The mind refuses to enter- 
tain the word cancer because it is 
oftentimes equated with death. 

Dr. Rachel Rosario, an anesthe- 
siologist and cancer survivor, says 
that after being diagnosed with 
cancer, “there is an initial feeling 
of shock and disbelief.” 

Cancer patients tend to suc- 
cumb to anger, bargain for a 
lighter illness or wallow in des- 
peration. 

One of the most significant 
participants in the fight against 
cancer are the doctors and oncol- 
ogists. How doctors deal with 
their patients has а tremendous 
impact on the patients’ attitude 
toward their illness. 

It is always comforting for a 
cancer patient to know that his

Art of cancer care 

Doctors help treat cancer by 
prescribing the proper medica- 
tion and treatment. But the doc- 
tors healing touch is also very im- 
portant in helping the patient sur- 
vive the disease. 

"Taking care of cancer patients 
is not only a science, it is also an 
art," says Dr. Ramon Severino of 
the East Avenue Medical Center. 

Doctors need to establish trust 
with their patients, and the best 
way to achieve this is by showing 
their patients that they feel for 
them and care for them. 

“When a patient opens up to 
the doctor, i's а form of trust, and 
trust is a vital component in the 
treatment process" says Dr 
Richard Cacho of the Philippine

Here’s a new way 
to administer drug

NONSTEROIDAL anti-inflamma- 
tory drugs, or NSAIDs, are com- 
monly prescribed to treat 
rheumatoid arthritis, osteoarthri- 
tis, mild-to-moderate pain, men- 
strual cramps, bursitis, gout and 
migraine headaches, 

‘These drugs work by blocking 
the production of a group of 
chemicals called prostaglandins, 
which the body produces in re- 
sponse to an injury or disease. 
‘These prostaglandins would oth- 
erwise go on and cause swelling, 
pain and inflammation. 

But NSAIDs also inhibit certain 
groups of prostaglandins from 
protecting the stomach lining 
from being eroded by its own acid 
and in maintaining its natural 
healthy condition, says Dr. San- 
dra Tankeh-Torres, past president 
of the Philippine Rheumatology 
Association. 

As a result, people taking 
NSAIDs often complain of stom- 
ach and gastrointestinal prob- 
lems that may range from ab- 
dominal pain to heartburn and 
‘upset stomach. 


Ulceration can be fatal 

"Torres says these side effects 
sometimes lead to ulceration of 
the stomach and the duodenum. 
‘This can be fatal especially for the 
high-risk group who may suffer 
from bleeding or perforation of 
the stomach, 

Included in this high-risk 
group are elderly people, those 
with rheumatoid arthritis, those 
taking blood thinning medica- 
tions or cortisone medication, 
and people with heart disease or 
а prior history of bleeding ul- 
cers. 

“This is really unfortunate con- 
sidering that drugs like piroxicam 
are one of the more effective and 
potent among the anti-inflamma- 
tory drug groups in the market to- 
day,” Torres says. 

She says piroxicam is 200 
times and 30 times more effective 
than aspirin and indomethacin, 
respectively. 


‘Transdermal patch 

While most drug companies 
abandoned piroxicam research 
altogether, others like the South 
Korea-based pharmaceutical gi- 
ant SK Pharma decided to devel- 
ора unique method of delivering 
the potent drug to the body with- 
out causing the usual side ef- 
fects. 

The result was the world's first 
NSAID in a transdermal patch 
(sold locally under the brand 
name Macroxam). 

The patch works by penetrat- 
ing the skin. By using a technolo- 
gy called drug penetration en- 
hancer, 48 milligrams of the ac- 
tive ingredient is delivered into 
the actual area of inflammation 
directly and gradually within 48 
to 72 hours, says Lynda Tantiado- 
Consigo of Macropharma Corp., 
the company that markets the 
drug in the Philippines. 

‘The drug bypasses the stomach 
where it may cause problems. 

“I believe this is good news. 
‘The transdermal method can be 
an alternative route of adminis- 
tration to accommodate patients 
who cannot tolerate oral forms of 
piroxicam. It is also of great ad- 
vantage among patients who feel 
nauseated ог аге unconscious,” 
Torres says. 

She says only few drug prod- 
ucts using this delivery system 
are currently available. These in- 
clude anti-angina drugs, antihy- 
pertensives, antismoking agents 
and motion sickness drugs. 


Chili plaster 

Macropharma's challenge 
now is how to inform the public. 
about the difference between 
the piroxicam transdermal 
patch and chili plasters and sim- 
ilar products. 

Consigo says these plasters do 
not really heal and are just trans- 
ferring heat to the inflamed 
area. 

She says that unlike chili plas- 
ters, the piroxicam transdermal 
patch is easily removed and 
leaves no mentholated odor that 
turns off some people. 
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psychological needs of their pa- 
tients.

How to maintain 
a cancer-free diet

times a day (three meals and 
two snacks). The culinary goal

Since food and nutrition 
have much to do with a per-

Moderation is key 

A cancer-free diet doesn't 
mean giving up favorites like 
lechon (roast pig), sauce-rich 
viands like adobo, menudo, 
kare-kare and caldereta, and 
luscious desserts like halo- 


The key is moderation. This 
means not eating а plateful of 
lechon, and going easy on car- 

ingredients —fats, 
preservatives—when 


Lessen fat intake by reduc- 
ing consumption of red meat 
and removing the skin and fat. 
А considerable amount of 
seafood and poultry is neces- 
sary to balance one's protein 


intake. 

When cooking, use unsatu- 
rated fats from vegetables, 
corn, soya, sunflower or nuts. 

Include more yellow and 
green leafy vegetables. in 
recipes, or make vegetable 
dishes like laing or pinakbet the 
main viand. 

When eating, minimize the 
use of spicy and salty condi- 
ments and dipping sauces, 

If preserving meats or veg- 
the etables is necessary for longer 
shelf life, avoid chemical 
preservatives and use instead 
herbs and natural spices. In 
making cakes or other baked 
products, replace refined sugar 
with brown sugar, molasses 
and honey. Use whole grain ce- 
reals or flour products instead 
of refined ones. 

Regulate the intake of car- 
bonated drinks like sodas and 
bean-generated beverages like 
coffee and cocoa. Drink eight 
to 10 glasses of water daily. 
And treat yourself to a glass of 
fresh fruit juice at least twice a 
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Secondary hypertension

А PATIENT once asked me, “Doctors talk 
about primary hypertension and secondary 
hypertension, is there also a college hyperten- 
sion?” 

T took ít as a joke and didn't answer his 
question. Several months later, he came back 
and said, "Doc, my 
blood pressure has 
gotten worse. It start- 
ей as primary hyper- 
tension, now it must 
be in college!” I real- 
ized then that I need- 
ed to do some explaining. 

There's no such thing as college hyperten- 
sion. 

Primary or essential hypertension is what 
most people (90 percent of cases) have. In 
this type, there is no identifiable factor behind 
the elevation of the blood pressure. It likely 
runs in the family, and it's just too bad the pa- 
tient inherited bad genes. Lifelong treatment 
is required. 

A small number of patients have secondary 
hypertension, or SH. Its important to promptly 
detect cases of SH because їп most instances 
the hypertension can be cured once the cause 
is removed, usually by surgery. This is particu- 
larly true for tumors of the adrenal glands, the 
small organs that sit on top of the kidneys. 


Causes: ABCDE 

There are many known conditions that can 
cause SH. Dr. Edward Onusko of the Clinton 
Memorial Hospital in Wilmington, Ohio, has a 
useful mnemonic code on SH: ABCD! 

A for obstructive sleep Apnea (snoring and 
cessation of breathing while sleeping), Aldos- 
teronism, Apprehensions or stress; B for pres- 
ence of renal artery Bruits (suggesting а nar- 
rowing of kidney arteries), Bad kidneys, Baby- 
ог fetus-induced (preeclampsia); С for excess 
Catecholamines, Coarctation of the aorta, Cush- 
ings syndrome; D for Drugs, Diet; E for excess 
Erythropoietin, and Endocrine disorders.

Routine urine test, complete blood cell count, 
blood chemistry profile (potassium, sodium, 
creatinine, fasting glucose, fasting cholesterol 
levels) and a 12-lead electrocardiogram are rec- 
‘ommended for patients with hypertension. Fur- 
ther laboratory examination may be needed if 
the patient is strongly suspected to have SH. 
‘Obstructive sleep apnea (OSA), a repetitive 
mechanical obstruction of the upper airway 
шїп sleep, is an independent risk factor for 
hypertension. At least one-half of patients 
with OSA have hypertension. Treatment of 
OSA with surgery or nasal continuous posi- 
tive airway pressure reduces hypertension. 


Signs and symptoms of OSA are daytime 
sleepiness, obesity, snoring, lower-extremity 
edema, morning headaches and frequent urina- 
tion at night. There is also a high incidence of 
‘OSA among patients with chronic lung diseases 
such as emphysema or chronic bronchitis. 


Aldosteronism 

Excessive secretion of the hormone aldos- 
terone, which may be caused by a tumor in 
the adrenal gland, can cause SH. 

Aldosterone causes retention of salt and 
‘water and also results in loss of the electrolyte 
potassium by the kidneys. 

Aldosteronism can run in families and is 
characterized by high blood pressure that is 
resistant to ordinary drug treatment. Confir- 
mation may be done by CT scans. Treatment 
includes intake of aldosterone antagonists 
and surgery to remove the tumor in the 
adrenal gland. 

Renovascular hypertension is defined as hy- 
pertension resulting from compromised blood 
supply to the kidneys. About 65 percent of ren- 
ovascular disease is secondary to atherosclero- 
sis in the renal arteries, usually seen after age 
50 in patients at risk for arterial compromise 
(e.g. smokers, patients with diabetes, patients 
with’ known atherosclerotic disease). Fibro- 
muscular dysplasia (FMD) develops in 
younger patients (25 to 50 years), but this is a 
very rare condition in the Philippines. 

‘About one-half of patients with renovascu- 
lar hypertension will have an abdominal bruit 
that can be identified through physical exami- 
nation. Bruits are abnormal sounds of fluid 
passing through a constricted tube, which the 
doctor may hear with the use ofa stethoscope. 

‘The incidence of renovascular hypertension 
is less than one percent, but identification of 
this relatively small population can be impor- 
tant because surgery or dilating the constricted 
artery (angioplasty) can reverse the hyperten- 
sion, especially if performed early enough to _ 
prevent permanent kidney damage. 

Magnetic resonance angiography (MRA) is 
useful examination. Another initial diagnos- 
tic tests the renogram (scanning exam).

Gov't asserts 
right to apply 
tax reforms

THE DEPARTMENT of Finance yesterday said 
that only the national government could set 
deadlines on the implementation of measures 
to address the country's fiscal problem. 

Gredit-rating agencies are reportedly exerting 
pressure on government to apply the necessary 
remedies to ease the debt and deficit problems. 
But the Arroyo administration's economic team 
is well aware ofthe steps needed to be taken and 
the urgency of implementing reforms, Finance 
Undersecretary Eric Recto said. 

fe already know What they have been 
saying as our problems," said Recto. "We are 
already addressing them, and we are trying 
our best to push through with the solutions. 
We are putting deadlines on our own, which 
should be the basis of credit-rating firms inas- 
sessing whether we are succeeding or not. 

The progress of the Arroyo administration's 
proposed measures are said to be going slow 
in Congress, and credit-rating agencies, such 
as Standard & Poor's, have warned of adverse 
effects on the country's credit standing. 

‘Another credit-rating firm Moodys In- 
vestors Service is reportedly considering 
downgrading the country’s credit rating if 
none of the measures is passed. 

‘The government is pushing for the legislation 
of eight tax measures which, if all are passed, 
may generate about P80 billion in additional rev- 
enue a year and ease the national governments 
gaping budget deficit and ballooning debt. 

‘The deficit is expected to stand at P197.8 
billion by year's end, while the debt has al- 
ready reached P3.5 trillion as of the first half.

THE RATIO of bad loans to the total 
loans of Philippine commercial banks 
softened to 13.84 percent at end-Au- 
gust from 13.92 percent in July as fresh 
lending expanded faster than the 
growth of non-performing loans. 

The Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas 
yesterday reported that the sectors 
total loan portfolio rose by 1.8 per- 
cent to P1.66 trillion, outpacing the 
1.2 percent rise in bad loans to P248 
billion. 

Compared to a year ago, the 13.84 
percent bad loan ratio in August was 
1.12 percentage points better than the 
previous 14.96 percent ratio. 

Excluding inter-bank loans, the 
month's NPL ratio stood at 16.51 per- 
cent—a bit better than the 16.54 per- 
cent ratio a month ago. 

Also, the ratio of restructured loans 
to total loans went down to 7.44 per-

The ratio of non-performing restruc- 
tured loans to total restructured loans 
also fell during the month by 1.03 per- 
centage points to 53.5 percent due to 
the slowdown in restructured loans 
that had turned bad.

The Mirant Philippines Corp.'s 735- 
megawatt Pagbilao coal-fired power plant in 
Quezon is way up there with some of the best 
power plants in the United States, Canada 
and South Korea. 

“This is a testament to the operational ex- 
cellence of the plant on all fronts,” Edgardo 
Bautista, Mirant Philippines president and 
chief executive, yesterday said in a statement. 
“The men and women of the Pagbilao power 
plant have done a truly remarkable job." 

‘Among the criteria for choosing the best 
power facilities are environmental perfor- 
mance, efficiency and successful deployment 


of advanced technology, said magazine edi- 
tor-in-chief Robert Peltier. 

In the magazine's profile of the Pagbilao 
plant as published in its July-August issue, it 
said the power facility was chosen as one of 


"the 12 best plants in the world "for running 


more reliably and cleanly every year" 

"This recognition is something that all 

lipinos can be proud of as it showcases ће 
world-class talent of Filipinos in running 
and maintaining a power plant,” Bautista 
said. 

The Pagbilao plant started operating in

It is also the first baseload power generat- 
ing facility in the country. This means that the 
power plant runs at constant load to address

MW.

As 
to bathroom sinks and toilets, Milan has a 
strong preference for white which will always

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Green architecture leads the way to a better world

THIS year, countless people will be hos- 
pitalized in Metro Manila for illnesses 
due to unhealthy buildings. 

‘The World Health Organization esti- 
mates that 30 percent of all buildings 
cause headaches, nausea, rashes and 
asthmatic attacks due to the indoor pres- 
ence of toxins, contaminants and lack of 
ventilation. 

Lots of money this year will be lost in 
sick leaves and job-incurred diseases. 
Productivity will drop because of this. 

These are all symptoms of what is 
known as the sick building syndrome. 

Did you know that the quality of air 
you breathe in your home or workplace 

dictated by the type of materials you 
use for your walls, flooring, paint and 
other finishes? Today's home or work- 
place uses many products and systems 
that may be toxic. They may release un- 
healthy gases and substances into the air 
many years after construction. 

‘This can be greatly reduced if adjust- 
ments and substitutions are made in the 
materials used. 


Reemerging movement 

The sick building syndrome is only 

one of the major concerns of a reemerg- 

ing movement that is revolutionizing the 

* way buildings are designed and con- 

structed. This movement is called green 
architecture or sustainable design. 

What is green architecture? “Is it 
about plants and landscaping?” This is 
the initial reaction of many people when 
they hear about green architecture. Ас- 
tually it is a catch-all phrase that means 
much more than plants. 

Green architecture means designing 
and constructing buildings with minimal 
impact on the environment. It also 
means designing and constructing 
healthy buildings—healthy for the plan- 
et and for the the people. 


Not really new 
Ik started 40 years ago but was largely 
ignored then and misconstrued as unnec- 
essary, largely because fuel prices then 
were cheap. But as more and more ге- 
sources are used up faster than they are 
being replenished, and words like global- 
‘warming, pollution and loss of habitat 
have become daily news jargon, people 
have remembered the practical, common- 
sense approach of green architecture. 
Green architecture is not really new. In 
the Philippines, during the energy crisis 
in the 1970s, the government launched a 
program to initiate innovative designs of 
energy-efficient buildings. Unfortunate-

ly, this was not sustained and so the 
green movement fizzléd ош. 

In the United States, when the energy 
crisis hit, many architects began to inno- 
vate due to escalating fuel costs. 

President Carter installed solar collectors 
‘on the White House and initiated tax credits. 
for energy-saving buildings. 

In 1981 Ronald Reagan 
became president and 
quickly removed the collectors from the 
White House. 

When Bill Clinton became president, 
energy issues were in the forefront. This 


«was the start of green architecture in the 


United States. 

In Europe, the green movement start- 
ed earlier due to their higher fuel costs. 
This probably accounts for Europe's 
prominence in the field, with Germany 
leading the pack. 


Green architecture idea 
The basic concept of green architec- 
ture is quite simple. We should seek solu- 
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tions that minimize energy consumption 
and maximize the performance of build- 
ing components and systems. 

In other words: let's use up less elec- 
tritity by building smarter buildings—tap 
the natural energy of the sun, the pre- 
dictable changing seasons, morning and 
nighttime ‘temperatures, 
natural ait movement. Let's 
eliminate harmful poisons 
from our daily lives. Let's build our habi- 
tat as though we were living in the 
healthy and natural outdoors. 


How is it done? 

In architecture, these are the five gen- 
eral concerns of a “green” design: 

* Indoor air quality. Many of the prod- 
ucts and materials used in construction 
may be toxic. Ventilation systems should 
be designed to provide maximum levels of 
fresh air to avoid or prevent mold buildup. 

* Energy efficiency. By using solar, 
wind and other forms of technology, there 
will be less dependence on fuel which is 


nonrenewable. "Nonrenewable" means 
that which cannot be replenished or in- 
creased in supply such as oil, coal and alu- 
minum. 

Even lighting—the most taken-for- 
granted staple of our homes—can stand 
improvement. Using efficient lighting 
fixtures can dramatically reduce conven- 
tional electric use. 

* Green materials. Green building ma- 
terials are nontoxic and are made from re- 
cycled materials. They are also energy-eff- 
dent, water-efficient and do not harm the 
environment during their manufacture. 

* Green building systems. Building 
systems that improve green architecture 
is concerned with outdoor air quality 
Conserving water, reducing pollution 
and improving landscape practices are 
major concerns of green architecture. 

Examples of green building systems 
are photovoltaic cells, solar water 
heaters, low-flush water closets and fix- 
tures and water recycling systems. 

‘The design of a building should adapt

to its site location, vegetation and climate 
patterns. It should reflect local or regional 
natural features and respond to local cli- 
matic conditions. This also means "being 
in harmony” with your particular envi- 
ronment 

Avery good example of a green build- 
ing system is the rainwater harvesting 
system which should have been widely 
adopted in our country. Water collected. 
is stored then pumped into the fixtures of 
the house or building. 

* Good design. This is the considera- 
tion of what we are leaving to those who 
will follow us. 

This means buildings with longevity, 
ease of use, reuse and beauty. In other 
words, buildings that will require less en- 
ergy, less repair and more value in the fu- 
ture. 


Benefits 

Green buildings mean higher sales 
prices and rent with lower operating 
costs. They are cheaper to heat ог cool 
and light up. Since they consume so much 
Jess energy, they produce less pollution. 

‘And most importantly, they are health- 
ier places to work or live in.

intersection for such a motley crew as ours all 
‘walking on different paths, itis a shared passion 
oftraveling around the Philippines. 

Our reasons for having such an unshakeable 
wanderlust for our own country are about as 
mulitudinous as the islands in our archipelago 
itself, The surfing community, for one, is like a 
nomadic tribe in search of perfect waves all 
around the country For them, WOW means 
"Wild Over Waves.” The more corporate seg- 
ment of our little group ventures out of the city 
to escape their stifling air-conditioned offices 
and reinvigorate themselves from the pollution 
of stressful work—thus, WOW cries out, "Мете 
OverWorked!"

These trips came into 
fruition out of real effort that I made, through 
‘work and sensible saving practices, because 
Ive always believed these explorations are 
lifetime investments for a steady growth of 
pride of country. For me, traveling can be a

Thus, if T could humbly submit my personal, 
simple solution to overcome the purported lack 
of asense of country айп us today, it would be, 
‘once again, to keep exploring in order to find 
‘our own place in it.

N BETWEEN working on 

quadratic equations in middle 

school and Google becoming a 
transitive verb, I wanted so badly 
to become an artist. Not just any 
run-of-the-mill painter, mind you, 
but an ingenious nomad who 
showed his art in a futuristic Daft 
Punk clubbing situation. In short, 1. 
Wanted to become a damn artiste. 
As expected, members of my main- 
ly left-brained, hippie-free family 
didn't want their favorite firstborn 
to become anything except: a) a 
surgeon, b) an economist, or c) the 
proud owner of a 29-room man- 
Sion. "Thats a poor man’s job. It 
should only be your hobby" my 
aunt's theory went. So acknowl- 
edging the pragmatic wisdom of 
leery elders, I let the fantasy fade 
quietly in my head.

As struggled to find my place in the sphere 

of higher learning, I switched majors to the 
very popular "No Clue Whatsoever" and 
signed up for classes no one else touched: Al- 
ternative Cinema, Japanese Architecture, and д n 5 dues 
Bio-Terrorism Preparedness.

The world and words 

Graduating with an oddball yet sensible 
mix of art, literature, Spanish, and—just to be 
safé—marketing units, I then sailed out to 
participate in a bigger multimedia experi- 
ment: seeing the world, With a suitcase full of 
hope and designer trainers, I first landed in 
Latin America and breathed in as much of the 
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risk-taking, dreameatching spirit the region 
‘was known for. Following pitstops in Europe, 
Africa, the Middle East, and Greater Asia, I re- 
turned to North America once again to live 
among the celebrated "all walks of life” popu- 
lation.

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Master of Values 
and Relationships

‘THE MEDIA has played up the crisis of values, yet 
there hasn't been felt the urgency to confront it 
head-on—until recently. 

Denise Lawrence, British broadcaster, writer, inter- 
national lecturer and teacher, has designed a course in 
‘Values and Spirituality. The teachings and experiential 
learning are based on the teachings of the Brahma Ku- 
maris World Spiritual University, a non-government 
organization that is affiliated with the United Nations. 
‘There's nothing hokey about the knowledge. Оп the 
contrary, the teachings deal with problems that people 
encounter in their day-to-day lives. 

‘The course consists of 12 modules that aim to shake 
up people and make them take a good look at them- 
selves, develop and stand by certain values. One of the 
modules presents foolproof solutions to problems їп 
human relationships. 

Lawrence's premise is that others have their distinc- 
tive personalities, quirks, and idiosyncrasies that you 
may find challenging, in the same way that they can al- 
so be challenged by your traits, whims, and flaws, 

“The focus is to accept each other and learn to har- 
тюпге,” says Lawrence. “You need to be able to hold 
your own and maintain your self-respect, values and 
Spiritual qualities, particularly in the face of provoca- 
tion and obstacles. It is short-sighted to wish for ideal 
conditions because they limit your development.” 

She says the best situations for growth occur in 
adversity, The author lists practical tactics for 
improving personal relationships based on pro- 


found spiritual values.

ENTREPRENEUR Jean-Henri Lhuillier believes 
‘wealth and success are reflected, not in the balance 
sheets or bank account, but in the deeds of sharing, 
allocating and nurturing projects, people and en- 
deavors that one has faith in. He considers his com- 
pany as just a conduit for resources meant to be 
used in meaningful ways. What he values most, he 
says, s knowing that what he does can help others. 

“if can make a difference in one person's life, thats 
success. 1 can do that 10 or 20 times, that makes me 
feel even better" says the 35-year-old executive vice- 
president and general manager of PJ Lhuillier Inc, а 
‘company involved in pawnshops, retail (Oceanic 1911 
and Furla), and the hotel and restaurant business. 

Observers are cynical when Lhuillier waxes enthusi- 
astic about his firm's philanthropy, sports patronage, 
land civic work. It seems hard to believe that people 
‘can feel vibrant and alive when they direct the flow of 
Their wealth into soulful endeavors. Lhuillier's compa- 
пу hopes to invest in a better future for the country, 
‘whether through helping 
the barangay, supporting 
the search for Outstanding 
Policemen of the Philip- 
pines, or setting up а na- 
tional basketball program. 

{ "I feel genuinely happy. 

"Thats something to look 
forward to. Some people 
Will say, You're doing that 
because you have the 
honey You do that for PR." You guys can think whatev- 
ег you want," says Lhuillier. For him, the purpose of 
‘money is to move things and promote causes that soci- 
ety cares about. Because of his managerial skills and 
committed philanthropy, he won the Aurelio Periquet 
Je Business Award in the under-40 age category. 


Scholarships and grants 

Since 2001, the PJ Lhuillier Foundation Inc., of 
which he is president, has granted 120 scholarships. 
From this crop, 15 have graduated and four have 
joined his family's business. The foundation also 
Jaunched the Create-A-Business Contest for graduat- 
ing students of the University of the Philippines Col- 
lege of Business Administration. It rewards the most 
innovative business proposal with a capital worth 
P300,000 plus a P150,000 seed fund. Six corporations 
have emerged from this endeavor, _ 

Lhuilliers involvement in sports fias earned for him 
special citations as team manager of the men's nation- 
al basketball team that won the gold in the 2003 
Southeast Asian Games. Cebuana Lhuillier has also 
contributed to the growth of tennis in the country. He's 
again preparing the basketball team for next years 
SEA Games. Meanwhile, he has been sponsoring ten- 
nis player TJ Tierro's training in the United States, 


But this entrepreneur and

Australia and Europe. He cites nearly a dozen basket- 
ball players who were his beneficiaries and who have 
since been playing in various Philippine Basketball As- 
sociation teams. 

“We've spotted many quality players in the sports 
tournaments that we've sponsored, Excellence in 
sports is an indication of how the country is doing. In. 
my own little way, Im trying to get the Philippines 
back on the world map,” says Lhuillier. 

He appears to be the proverbial chip off the old 
block in terms of manners, business savvy, and chari- 
ties.

Like father, grandfather 

The young Jean-Henri looked up to his father 
Philippe, who ran the country’s largest network of 
pawnshops, Cebuana Lhuillier Inc., which was started 
by his grandfather, 

Frenchman Henri Lhuil- 
lier Philippe wanted his 
son to be independent, so 
he “sent Jean-Henri to 
boarding school in Wood- 
side Priory in Palo Alo, 
California. Jean-Henri de- 
voted all his free time to 
sports, which became his 
passion and, later his 
cause. 

A risketaker, he founded his own business, speciali 
ing in Italian marble and the fabrication of high-end 
kitchen and homes right after obtaining his Bachelor 
of Economics and Business Administration degree 
from St. Mary's College in Moraga, California. With 40. 
employees, Lhuillier Stoneworks covered most of 
northem California, and had a showroom in down- 
town San Francisco. Unfortunately, Jean-Henri could 
not sustain the business. He was shuttling between 
Manila and the West Coast and communicating only 
by fax. 

“The business failed,” he recalls. “I wasn't there, 
‘When the boss is not there, things happen. People can 
pocket money. Ata young age, failure was hard to take 
but it eventually taught me how not to fail. It taught 
me that you have to know how things are run, and that 
you cant operate by remote control.” 


Mom-and-pop no more 

His father urged him to come home and work in the 
family enterprise. On joining PJ Lhuillier Inc., Jean- 
Henri didn't have a title at first, He was stationed 
where certain departments needed help. When his fa- 
ther was appointed ambassador to Italy in 1998, Jéan-

YOU think of someone you have not seen in a long 
time and suddenly the person calls.

Beyond consciousness _ 

Thave to admit that, for all my pragmatism, | have al- 
‘ways been a sucker for the latter school of thought. 
Heck, I even uy to find 
meaning in my dreams. So 
when I came across Robert 
Н. Hopcke's bestseller in an 
obscure hippy bookstore, 1 
grabbed it, hoping to find 
some clues to my destiny. 

Hopeke is the director of 
the Center for Symbolic 
Studies in Tillson, NY, which 
follows  Jungian-oriented 
psychotherapy. This means 
the method of treatment is 
based on the teachings of Swiss physician Сай Gustav 
Jung, former student of Sigmund Freud, who believed 
that much of the brain's functions are beyond the range 
of consciousness. ? 

In the book, Hopcke zeroes in on synchronicity, by 
way of demonstrating that inner emotions, intuitions, 
and desires tangibly affect the outside world of relation- 
ships, work, and success, 


ONLY the upbeat atmosphere has not changed. 


Facelift for a salon 


UELEBRITY hairdresser and businessman Ricky 
Reyes is constantly upgrading his salons, 

.. Recently the Ricky Reyes Salon in Megamall 
Building B got a facelift. The owner eschewed un- 


fashionable bright lights, loud colors, wrought-iron 
furnishing and pop music and transformed the sa- 
lon using wood, glass and porcelain, and calming 
blue lighting. The glass wall with a water curtain 
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brought changes to PJ Lhuillier Inc. "In setting up the 
company, I made sure there were parameters to every 
responsibility, No one should be a jack-of-all-trades in 
the way that, for many years, mom-and-pop business- 
ез operated. The key word was ‘professionalize’ the 
company.” 

‘That meant flow charts, vision/mission statements, 
systems, reviews of strategic goals and constant check- 
ing of the bottom line. Although this approach looks 
good on paper, Lhuillier points out that it has its set- 
backs. Аз you grow, committees are set up, execution 
takes longer. But you can mend by cutting down bu- 
теаистасу, which is what Тт trying to do," he says. 

His success formula is academic: "A leader knows 
his limitations. So he delegates and relies on the right 
people, [but also] knows the limits of delegating 
"Three, he focuses. There are intangibles that [аге in- 
curred] and you can derail yourself. Make sure you 
stick to your core competence. If you don't know it, 
don’t run it—and find a successor" 

Lhuilliers best traits are being compassionate and 
being a good listener. This is why he frequently flies 
around the country to hear out his managers issues. If 
there's a big problem, you've got to think quick. We are 
a big company trying to think compact,” he says. 

‘The core of the business is Cebuana Lhuillier, the 
Philippines’ largest pawnshop network. He explains 
that, contrary to popular notion, its not a business that 
squeezes money from the resource challenged. The 
pawnshop provides financial assistance. He says the 
Chamber of Pawnbrokers of the Philippines Inc. has 
been coming out with a public relations campaign to 
change the image ofthe industry. 

He explains: “In Third World countries, access to 
funds is minimal—banks, friends, families, lending in- 
stitutions. But to get money from the bank, you're talk- 
ing eight pages of documents for small joans. Third 
World countries can't understand that. We're here to 
break the gap between us and those who don’t have 
access to financial institutions. We're here to help you, 
not to take your money" 


Branching out 

Lhuillier adds that the business is extremely com- 
petitive and so shops try to outdo one another in offer- 
ing high appraisal and low interest rates. Plus, he says, 
making profit by selling foreclosed items is rare. "Peo- 
ple say we do well in hard times. That's not true. All 
businesses do better in good times: 

"The company believes in rewarding loyal patrons. It 
regularly holds a Customers’ Day, during which regu- 
Jar clients of more than 10 years can pay for and claim 
back their pawned items without paying interest. Re- 
cently, Lhuillier says, Cebuana held a "huge" raffle pro- 
mo and gave away motorcyles, jeepneys and cash. 
"Seeing the joy in our customers faces was a reward- 
ing experience.” 

‘On his own, Lhuillier has introduced to the corpora- 
tion such other endeavors as insurance, money remit- 
tance, information technology, hotel and restaurant. 
Seeing Boracay' potential and value as a brand, for in- 
stance, he built Le Soleil de Boracay resort with friends 
Archie Rodriguez and Miguel Zubiri. They turned their 
passion for partying into business by opening Tequila 
Joe's restaurant-bar chain. Lhuillier is also a director of 
Global Restaurant Management, headed by Archie Ro- 


He says that coincidences take place for us to better 
understand the soul and read the map of its destiny 
Okay that sounds a little too mystical, like it belongs up.

Supposedly, these two aspects of our being have 
been misplaced as a result of our focusing on rationality, 
He says the truth is that “our lives are organized, con- 
sciously and unconsciously, the way a story is, with co-

Seeing the signs 

"What he means is that, essentially everything hap- 
pens for a reason. And if we manage to see the so-called 
signs, we will find direction in our lives. The author even 
goes as far as exploring dreams—how they are really ex- 
trasensory experiences (tapping into the clairvoyant in 
us)—as well as that all-too familar déjà vu. 

"While the subject is fascinating and the numerous 
stories absorbing, sometimes even mind-boggling, 
Hopeke's book fails to give me concrete answers. Having 
gathered so many similar stories, he then rambles on, in 
very abstract explanations, His thoughts are not соһег- 
ent, and his premise is lost halfway through the book. 
"The result is a huge lack of substance, which is very dis 
appointing for a book that sets up to tackle a very valid 
and mysterious aspect of our lives, 

Overall, 1 think that Hopcke's theories are thought- 
provoking and worth exploring. However finding too 
much meaning in everything that happens to us can ac- 
tually derail us from moving forward. 1 love the notion 
that we all have a soul mate lurking somewhere, and 
that a handful of us ae lucky enough to follow the signs

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Patrician home for the ‘pan de sal’

PAN DE SAL, the traditional Filipino bread staple, 
has found a patrician home in Tostada, a handsome 
establishment styled as an upper-class Filipino bak- 
fry and café, and which was put up by a group of 
women-friends at Blue Wave Mall along Macapagal 
‘Avenue in Pasay City. 

Tostada is a veritable bread heaven, with over a 
dozen other kinds of breads sharing top billing with 
such pan de sal varieties as the small and firm pan de sal 
Baliwag, pan de coco with a sweet coco center, Spanish 
bread, and the so-called “chismis,” which is a small 
soft bread topped with cheese. 

Likewise in large twine bread baskets set on shelves 
against walls—which run from the ground up to the 
second floor—are the specialty breads “muy bien,” gen- 
erously sprinkled with queso de bola; the delicious flat 
and crispy carta de tostada; bread loaves including 
Tostada's no-sugar, no-fat wheat loaf. The top of the 
counters are lined with tall glass containers filed with 
grissini, some of the most scrumptious, melt-in-the- 
mouth garlic sticks ever concocted. 

Cheí/restaurateur Gene Gonzalez—the only Ten 
‘Outstanding Young Men (TOYM) awardee for culinary 
art in the country to date—who helped develop the 
menu, says the concept for the establishment is opera- 
tions manager Josie Lagmarts. He relates that Lagman, 


one of the owners, approached him and expressed her 
desire for “a Filipino bakery where good, old-style pan 
de sal and good ensaymada could be resurrected, and 

where we could also come up with new concept 
reads." 


Place for feasts 

These, Lagman and partners got, and are now offer- 
ing to people who have gone beyond just peering 
through Tostada's glass walls and have stepped in to 
get their hands on the goodies. 

Customers can see the bakers at work on the ground 
floor. Those who seek full meals are directed to the 60- 
seat dining room on the second floor. Gonzalez’s menu 
ismore suitable for the patrons here. 

Done by Ivy and Cynthia Almario of the world-class 
interior design studio, Atelier Almario, the entire estab- 
lishment features dark brown wooden bistro chairs, 
diffused drop lamps over banquettes upholstered in 
cool, light lime green, These are set against clean pol- 
ished white painted walls hung with fine original ой 
paintings of Philippine fruits. 

"The spacious Filipino-style dining room is conducive 
to feasting on such delectable fare as puto caramba,

done in the Sulipefia 
style” 

Gonzalez is referring to 
the old town of Sulipan, 
once a rich place in Pam- 
panga where Spanish 
galléons were dry-docked 
and repaired in the 19th 
century. ‘The town was 
famed for its cooks, who were very particular about 
cooking in a certain manner, and who used only the 
best ingredients. Gonzalezs forebears, like those of 
many other old families in the province, come from 
Sulipan. He is a great-grandson of Cayetano Amedo's, 
whose family chefs were the ones who put together the
